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FAMILY FIGHT ON 
AS COURT BACKS 
DEATH CRASH PC 


Ruling finds dead mother partly to blame over accident

THE father of a woman killed in a col¬ 
lision with a police car in 2005 says 
he will take the case to the House of 
Lords after a Court of Appeal ruled his 
daughter was partly responsible for 
the crash. 

Rachel Cheesewright was killed when her Ford 
Fiesta was hit by a patrol car travelling at more 
than 90mph driven by PC William Purse. 

Last year judge Jonathon Simpkiss ruled at 
Canterbuiy County Court the police had been 100 
per cent responsible for the death of the 29-year- 
old mother from Kennington in Ashford. 

But now the panel of three judges at the High 
Court in London has overturned the decision, say¬ 
ing that Miss Cheesewright was 60 per cent to 
blame for the accident. 

Rachel’s father Tony Cheesewright said: “This

was a death that should not and did not need to 
happen. My daughter would be alive today had the 
police driver PC Purse acted responsibly. 

“Instead, PC Purse was driving at a reckless 
speed, straddling the centre line and forcing an 
oncoming independent witness to take evasive 
action by driving her car into a ditch before he 
ploughed into Rachel’s vehicle and cut it in half.” 

On the night of the accident - October 22 - Miss 
Cheesewright had just left the Bonny Cravat pub¬ 
lic house in Woodchurch where she worked as a 
barmaid. As she turned onto the A28 her Ford 
Fiesta was hit by the police patrol car, splitting it 
in two and killing her instantly. 

Peter Cutler, from Harman and Harman 
Solicitors representing the family, said: “The 
judges said that Rachel’s failure to look right a sec¬ 


ond time was a contributory factor to her death. 
For that minor omission they have attributed 60 
per cent responsibility to Rachel.” 

The judges argued that if Miss Cheeswright had 
looked again she would never have pulled out in 
front of the police car, despite the fact that it was 
emerging from a bend just before the junction. 

However, the judges did acknowledge the police 
car was going too fast and speed had been a factor 
that contributed to her death. 

In the draft judgement they wrote: “I would hold 
that PC Purse’s negligence driving at the speed 
found by the judge, without his siren sounding, 
was a contributory cause of the accident. Excessive 
speed can and did have immediate consequences. ” 

The family feel that they have still won a victo¬ 
ry because the police driver was considered partly 
to blame for the crash. 

Mr Cutler said: “The 40 per cent apportion of

blame on the police is significant and will 
mean Rachel’s daughter Charlotte will get 
some compensation.” 

The family now say they are considering 
taking the case to the House of Lords. 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn Thomas, 
from Kent Police, said: “In September, 2008, a 


judgment was awarded against the force fol¬ 
lowing a civil claim made by the executor of a 
young woman who died after her car was in 
collision with a police vehicle. 

“Miss Cheesewright died after a Kent 
Police vehicle, responding to an emergency 
call, was in collision with her car at the A28 
Ashford Road junction with Bissenden Green 


Lane, Bethersden. An inquest jury returned 
an accidental death verdict in January 2008, 
describing the collision as a ‘tragic accident’. 

“Kent Police’s thoughts continue to be with 
Miss Cheesewright’s family and everyone 
who was involved, including the police offi¬ 
cers who were answering an emergency call 
when the collision occurred.” 


Councillors get eight 
per cent pay increase

OPPOSITION parties at County 
Hall have described an eight per 
cent allowances hike voted in by 
Tory councillors “morally wrong”. 

A Liberal Democrat motion for the council 
to put the decision on hold until after a pub¬ 
lic consultation was rejected by the Conser¬ 
vatives, who have 74 of the 84 seats in 
the chamber. 

The hike was voted through on Thursday at 
the first full council meeting following the 
Kent County Council elections last month. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter argued that 
members’ allowances had not increased in 
four years and the amount took account of 
inflation, the size of the authority and the 
long hours councillors worked. 

In response, Cllr Trudy Dean, leader of the 
Lib Dems, said: “The first thing to note is that 
KCC councillors are some of the highest paid 
in the country. 

“People are coping with wage freezes, wage 
cuts and even being asked to work for free, 
and in the first full meeting after the election 
the Tories have given themselves an eight per 
cent increase. That is just not acceptable.” 

Cllr Elizabeth Green, one of only two 
Labour members of the council, said her 
party had also voted against an increase in 
allowances: “In the current financial climate 
when people are not getting pay rises and 
having their hours reduced, I think it is 
absolutely morally wrong.” 

The basic allowance for councillors is now 
£13,000, up from £12,000. The special respon¬ 
sibility allowance for lead members has been 
increased 30 per cent. Cllr Carter’s allowance 
as leader has risen from £41,000 to £44,300. 

Members’ allowances are recommended by 
an Independent Remuneration Panel (IRP). 

Fiona Leathers, the IPR’s chair, said: “I 
think the increase is absolutely fair. The 


councillors have not had an increase since 
2005 and it is less than the cost of inflation, 
so it is really standing still. 

“KCC has the largest budget in the country 
at £2.4 billion. We want to get good council¬ 
lors to look after our county and we aren’t 
going to get that by paying small amounts.” 

In response to criticism that the increase 
was inappropriate during the recession, she 
said: “But people were not getting pay cuts 
four years ago. From the point of view of a 
council taxpayer, putting allowances up every 
four years is actually keeping costs down.” 

Mrs Leathers, who lives in Edenbridge and 
is a magistrate and a Citizens Advice Bureau 
supervisor, said a public consultation would 
be a bad idea because people did not have the 
same experience as the IRP. 

“Obviously if people in the street, not know¬ 
ing the background or having the experience, 
were asked the answer would be ‘no’.” 

Other members of the IRP, who are all mag¬ 
istrates, include Linda Frampton from 


Broadstairs. She is finance director of a com¬ 
pany in the storage industry. Elizabeth 
Tullberg is a former chair of the Kent 
Probation Committee and a member of the 
Kent Police Authority standards committee. 

Cllr Richard Lees, of the Swanscome and 
Greenhithe Residents Association, abstained 
from the vote. He said he found the decision 
difficult as a new member and was not con¬ 
vinced either side of the debate was right. 

“I do not feel it is appropriate for any elect¬ 
ed member, whether they are MPs, county 
councillors or parish councillors, to approve 
their own pay rises,” he added. 

The Lib Dems’ Cllr Dean admitted there 
was little the opposition could do due to the 
Tories’ massive majority. 

She said: “I think it will be seen as unfair to 
county council staff [who were only awarded 
a one per cent increase this year] and also to 
members of the public. 

“No-one I’m aware of is looking at an eight 
per cent pay increase this year.”

ONE of Britain’s oldest motorcy¬ 
cle clubs has marked the passing 
of their leading light with a spec¬ 
tacular ceremony that included a 
powerful bike roaring down the 
aisle of a church. 

The life president of the 69 Motorcycle 
Club, named after the year it was formed, 
was Father William Shergold, who died last 
month aged 89. 

The service was held at Charlton Church, 
Dover, where ‘Father Bill’ had been vicar.

“Those who knew him well will miss his 
wry humour and deep understanding of and 
empathy for people from all walks of life. 

“In addition to his achievements in the 
motorcycling world, Farv was involved with 
helping the Terrence Higgins Trust while in 
London on his first attempt to retire.

“He famously donated the jeans he mod¬ 
elled for a famous manufacturer [Wranglers 
in 1991] to the homeless as he thought they 
had more need than him of them. 

“He will be much missed. 

“Before he died, he urged the many club 
members to continue with the service with 
the words ‘whatever happens’.”

PRESTIGE carmaker Jaguar has gone to 
great lengths to ensure that the shape of its 
new flagship model stays secret until a pub¬ 
lic unveiling on July 9, writes KOS Media 
motoring editor Steve Loader 
The security crackdown has been so suc¬ 
cessful that even leading motor magazines 
have failed to secure the usual spy shots, 
sneak previews and artist’s impressions 
expected ahead of a launch. 

Enthusiasts have had to make do instead 
with a virtually meaningless official shot 
from overhead, plus guessing how much 
design ‘language’ has been carried over from 
last year’s radical XF mid-range Jag. 

It has fuelled speculation that this latest XJ 
will be a huge and controversial break from a 
styling tradition established in the 1960s.

“The guys from Jaguar were probably say¬ 
ing: ‘Of all the boats in all the world...’ 

“For some reason the custodians of the new 
cars weren’t veiy chatty, but the Jag fans were 
99 per cent certain they were looking at the 
new XJ, no matter how heavily disguised.”

Ben has idolised the reclusive star from the 
age of four and one of his earliest memories 
was of asking his relatives to put on Michael 
Jackson records at a club owned by the fami¬ 
ly so he could perform the moonwalk along to 
the Thriller star’s music. 

From initially playing small pub gigs, 
demand has grown for his shows and it has 
become a full-time role for him, performing at 
venues across the country.

47 arrested as 
trouble flares in 
migrant camps 

A PROTEST over immigration controls has 
led to the arrest of 47 activists by French 
riot police in Calais.

More than 800 riot control officers were in 
Calais, according to reports, with another 
1,200 on standby nearby.

Thousands of migrants from around the 
world are living in squalid conditions and 
sleeping rough in the so-called ‘Jungle’ or 
forests around Calais.

School shut as two more 
test postive for swine flu 


TWO more people have tested positive for 
swine flu as the virus spreads further across 
the county, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Canterbury Christ Church University said 
a part-time mature female student who stud¬ 
ies at the Broadstairs campus was diagnosed 
with the H1N1 virus on Thursday. 

A spokesman said the student does not live 
in university accommodation, and is being 
treated for her symptoms in line with Health 
Protection Agency (HPA) guidelines. 

Ian Johnson, headteacher at the Marlowe 
Academy in Ramsgate, announced on 
Thursday that a teacher at the school had 
tested positive for swine flu. 

The two Thanet confirmed cases bring the 
total across Kent and Medway to 28. 

Mr Johnson said the teacher had been in 
contact with one of the 10 students from the 
University of Kent who tested positive for 
the virus last week. 

He said after he discovered the student had 
swine flu he contacted all staff members and 
pupils likely to have been in contact with the 
patient and told them to stay at home. 

Two students at the school are waiting for 
their swine flu test results to come back 


and the school was closed on Friday. 

“Getting advice and guidance from the rel¬ 
evant health authorities has proved difficult 
at such short notice,” Mr Johnson said in a 
letter to parents posted on the school website 
on Thursday. 

“However, having read all the guidance 
currently in school, I have decided to close 
the Marlowe Academy to staff and students 
tomorrow [Friday] in the first instance. 

“To the best of my knowledge, this is the first 
case of swine flu in our area, and my initial 
reaction is to do eveiything I can to reduce 
risk to our community and those beyond.” 

The World Health Organisation (WHO) 
has declared swine flu, which originated in 
Mexico, the first global pandemic in 41 years. 

HPA advice is to call the swine flu informa¬ 
tion line on 0800 1513 513 if you are worried. 

If a person has flu-like symptoms and has 
recently returned from one of the countries 
where swine flu has been identified or has 
been in contact with a case of swine flu, they 
should stay at home and contact NHS Direct 
on 0845 4647 or phone their GP. 

The vast majority of confirmed cases in the 
UK have had mild symptoms.

AN OBSCENE drawing by 
Chillenden murderer Michael Stone 
is being sold on eBay to raise cash to 
try and free the hammer killer. 

Dr Shaun Russell, whose wife and daughter 
were killed by Stone, has described to sale to 
fund a helicopter to “spring” the murderer as 
“repellent”. 

The picture has been advertised on the 
aucton site by Alexander Baron, a fanatical 
campaigner who believes Stone is innocent. 

He already runs a website which claims 
junkie Stone is was wrongly convicted of the 
1997 killing of Lin Russell, 45, and her daughter 
Megan, six, as they walked home from school. 

Her other daughter Josie, then nine, spent 
months in hospital battling for her life after 
the frenzied attack. 

There was no forensic evidence linking 
Stone to the murder. But after two jury trials 
and an appeals process Dr Russell said he was 
convinced of Stone’s guilt. 

But Baron remains convinced of Stone’s 
innocence and claims another hammer killer 
Levi Bellfield, currently in jail for similar mur¬ 
ders, could be guilty of the Chillenden assaults. 

Website 

Two weeks ago Kent on Sunday revealed a 
sick photographic ‘competition’ on Baron’s 
website which offered a £10,000 prize if any¬ 
one could come up a picture of Stone else¬ 
where at the time of the killing. 

The contest was roundly condemned by Dr 
Shaun Russell, now living in Wales. 

He said it was distressing, but not surpris¬ 
ing, that someone still claims the killer of his 
wife and daughter was innocent. 

Dr Shaun Russell said: “My initial reaction 
over the cartoon and the reasons for selling it 
on eBay to ‘spring him from gaol’ no matter how 
facetious, was that it is repellent and distasteful. 


“Then sad resignation that this sort of thing 
is bound to continue and there’s really nothing 
much that Josie and I are ever going to be able 
to do about it.” 

Baron, from Sydenham, wrote to Kent on 
Sunday about the eBay offer. It is clear 
from Baron’s website that he is in contact with 
the killer. 

On the sale, posted on the US eBay site, the 
details read: “In 1997, Maidstone man Michael 
Stone was fitted up for a notorious double 
homicide known as the Chillenden Murders.” 

It goes on: “At the time, Stone was a petty 


drug dealer and crook, but over the past few 
years he has blossomed into the Van Gogh of 
Full Sutton Prison. Recently a new suspect 
emerged for the Chillenden Murders, a psycho 
named Levi Bellfield. 

Helicopter 

“Stone’s supporters need to raise fifty grand 
for DNA tests and to investigate leads which 
Kent Police have refused to follow up, or fail¬ 
ing that we need to raise thirty grand to hire a 
helicopter and spring him from gaol so he can 
be smuggled out to a country which won’t 


extradite, in a case which relies solely on a cell 
confession which was supposedly made to a 
junkie who is so far gone he tries to phone his 
own dead mother. In this connection we are 
inviting bids initially for one of Stone’s car¬ 
toons. Others to follow.” 

He told KoS: “There might be another story 
here if we get an exotic bid or two from an 
American libertarian or someone with a beef 
against the criminal justice system.” 

The sale is due to end on July 1.

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Natural send-off for Soft Machine’s Hugh 


A TIBETAN Buddhist ceremony 
was the final send-off for a musician 
who was one of the leading lights of 
the ‘Canterbury scene’. 

The ceremony for Hugh Hopper, on 
Thursday at Deerton natural burial 
ground, near Teynham, was attend¬ 
ed by friends, family and admirers of 
the Soft Machine bass player. 

Mr Hopper, 64, died at home in 
Whits table on June 7, two days after 
marrying his French partner 
Christine. He had been suffering 
from leukaemia. 

A trio of saxophonists performed 
Miniluv, from Mr Hopper’s solo 
album 1984, as the procession fol¬ 
lowed the casket into the burial 
ground. Later in the afternoon, 


an impromtu concert was held in 
Whitstable in his honour. 

Mr Hopper was one of the 
founders of the Canterbury progres¬ 
sive music scene with pop covers 
band the Wilde Flowers, formed 
with his brother Brian and other 
Kent youngsters including Kevin 
Ayers, Robert Wyatt and Richard 
Sinclair, who would go on to enjoy 
critical acclaim in the 60s and 70s 
after the formation of Soft Machine, 
Caravan and a host of spin-off bands. 

Mr Hopper worked as Soft 
Machine’s tour manager when the 
band toured the USA with the Jimi 
Hendrix Experience, and became 
the band’s bass guitarist in 1968. 

His idiosyncratic style and fuzz

bass became one of the band’s trade¬ 
marks as Soft Machine’s experimen¬ 
tal art rock evolved into a more pro¬ 


gressive style. He left the band in 
1973 to record his first solo project, 
1984, and spent much of the 1970s 
collaborating with such musical 
luminaries as jazz composer Carla 
Bley and keyboard player Alan 
Gowen. 

He also joined saxophonist Elton 
Dean and drummer Pip Pyle to form 
a Canterbury scene ‘supergroup’ 
called Soft Heap in 1978. 

In the 1980s Mr Hopper collabo¬ 
rated with former Hatfield and the 
North guitarist Phil Miller’s band In 
Cahoots and continued to release 
experimental solo albums either 
recorded at home or in local studios 
up until 2008, the year he was diag¬ 
nosed with leukaemia. 
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Pocahontas 
find a boost 
for history 
enthusiasts

REDISCOVERED details of a 
failed attempt to exhume the 
remains of the legendary Ameri¬ 
can India princess Pocahontas 
could prove to be a goldmine for 
people studying family history 

A ‘lost’ notebook belonging to one of the 
men at the failed exhumation in Gravesend 
has emerged, and it includes more than 990 
historic gravestone inscriptions which have 
since eroded away. 

The book’s details, along with more than 
100 others, have now been placed online by 
the Kent Archaeology Society. 

The organisation said it is delighted the 
details have surfaced once more and say they 
could help people piece together family trees. 

They were contained in a 100-year-old 
notebook owned by one of the organisation’s 
officials, Sir Thomas Colyer-Fergusson, of 
Ightham Mote. Most of them have now been 
transcribed from original notes made by 
antiquarians more than a century ago. 

They provide previous missing genealogi¬ 
cal information from gravestones that have 
since become illegible or been removed. 

More than 900 of the inscriptions are from 
St Botolph’s, Northfleet, and St George’s, 
Gravesend. They were originally recorded by 
Sir Thomas, a life member and officer of the 
society. His notebooks were donated to the 
Centre for Kentish Studies. 

Incredibly, the missing inscriptions feature 
photographs taken in St George’s church¬ 
yard at 6am one morning in 1923. 

They were taken during an unsuccessful 
attempt to find the remains of Pocahontas,

who died on board a ship off Gravesend in 
1617 and was buried at St George’s. 

The site of her grave is still a mysterty. 

Pocahontas, a native American, saved the 
life of Captain John Smith, the ‘Father’ of the 
state of Virginia, in 1607 which a colony of 
the UK was back then. 

The pictures show the scene in the church¬ 
yard. Among those present were Canon 
Gedge, the blind Rector of St George’s; Sir 
Arthur Keith from the Royal College of 
Surgeons; Philip Franklin of the English 
Speaking Union, plus Sir Thomas. 

Among the new inscriptions recorded is 
one of Timothy Ivanov of the Russian 
Imperial Service. He was killed in an explo¬ 
sion on a ship in Pitchers Dockyard in 1813. 

Another is of Frederick Harper who 
drowned while sliding on thin ice at Botany 
Bay Pond, Northfleet, in 1889. 

Others are from 27 parishes including 
Thanet, Sandwich, Deal, Tovil and Maidstone.

CCTV car dumped on yellow 
lines as driver uses the toilet

AN ENGINEER was stunned 


to see a Medway council CCTV 
car stop on double yellow lines - 
just seconds away from a car 
park - so the driver could use a 
public toilet. 

Dave Stephenson said he was amazed by 
the driver’s behaviour - and even snapped 
a few pictures with his camera phone. 

The 44-year-old from Chatham, said: “I 
was working in Rochester when I saw the 
car pull up on double yellow lines and the 
driver dash out into the toilets. 

“He was gone about 10 minutes before 
coming back out and driving off. If it had 
been anyone else stopping there, they would 
have ended up with a parking ticket.” 

He said the incident happened on Friday, 
June 19, at about 1.30pm. 

The married dad-of-three said: “I saw the 
CCTV car park on double yellow lines oppo¬ 


site the Corn Exchange in Rochester so the 
driver could use the public toilets. I just won¬ 
der if he is authorised to stop where he likes 
and get out. 

“It does seem to be there is one rule for the 
likes of us, and another rule for them. 

“This car is used to photograph drivers who 
illegally park, which I suppose is fair enough if 
they were somewhere where they shouldn’t be. 

“But that can’t make it right for the driv¬ 
er to do it himself when he is taking care of 
something personal. 

“Two more daft aspects of this is that 
there is a car park just yards from where 
he parked, and there was someone else in 
the car. 

“Surely they should be able to go round 
the block and pick up the driver again 
rather than park on double yellows block¬ 
ing the road for everyone else.” 

A council spokesman said its staff were 
“observing” a red van that was parked on 
double yellow lines, and was not parked 
specifically for the member of staff to use 
the toilet. 

The spokesman said: “Our staff are under 
strict instructions to always park in a safe 


Taxpayer millions 
‘should not have 


been put at risk’ 


THE AUDIT Commission has 
officially removed the word 'negli¬ 
gently’ from its report on councils 
that invested taxpayers’ money in 
Icelandic banks - but only under 
threat of legal action from County 
Hall, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

However, the watchdog said it maintained 
“serious criticism” of seven local authorities, 
including Kent County Council, that made 
deposits in Icelandic banks after news broke 
that the banks were in serious trouble. 

The watchdog said it has amended its 
report Risk and Return following the threat 
of legal action over the wording by KCC and 
the London Borough of Havering. 

Michael O’Higgins, the commission’s chair¬ 
man, said: “It would be an inexplicable waste 
of public money to seek judicial review of a 
dispute about the meaning of a single word. 

Inappropriate 


“The simple fact is that seven authorities, 
including Kent and Havering, invested in 
Icelandic banks when they should not have 
done. These were extraordinary circum¬ 
stances that called for vigilance. Whether it 
was through negligence, carelessness or fol¬ 
lowing an inappropriate policy, millions of 
pounds of public money was put at risk when 
it should not have been.” 

KCC has £50m of taxpayers’ money frozen 
in three Icelandic banks, Heritable, Glitnir 
and Landsbanki. 

The authority was recently advised by the 
Chartered Institute of Public Finance and 
Accountancy that it is likely to get more than 
90 per cent of its total investments returned. 


However, the Audit Commission had 
described KCC as acting “negligently” by 
investing £8.3m in Iceland after a warning 
that one bank’s credit rating had fallen below 
acceptable levels. 

After the commission officially retracted 
the wording on Thursday, Cllr Paul Carter, 
KCC’s leader elect said: “123 local authorities 
had deposits in Iceland, as well as the Audit 
Commission itself. 

“We all need to learn the lessons from the 
past 18 months, the first being that credit 
ratings can’t necessarily be relied on. 

“It’s time we stopped all this carping and 
got on with making the best recovery possi¬ 
ble. We are encouraged by progress to date.” 

In a statement, the commission said any 
council investing public funds should have 
“carefully monitored” the growing crisis in 
the global financial markets in September 
last year. 

After the collapse of Lehman Brothers and 
numerous other banks on both sides of the 
Atlantic on September 29, the Icelandic gov¬ 
ernment partly nationalised Glitnir Bank 
and all main Icelandic banks’ credit ratings 
were downgraded the next day. The commis¬ 
sion noted this financial turmoil in Iceland 
was widely reported in media ranging from 
the Sun to the Financial Times. 

“In these circumstances, local authorities 
should have exercised particular caution 
when making investments. Arrangements 
for new or renewed deposits should not have 
been made in Icelandic banks in October,” 
the commission said. 

The rewritten report has the word “negli¬ 
gently” removed but maintains councils 
failed to take “responsible steps to ensure 
they were using up to date information”.

Coal-fired station will be 


T HE Environment Agency 
chairman is certain that as 
yet unproven carbon capture 
technology will be developed and 
more coal-fired power stations will 
be built in the UK. 

Lord Smith of Finsbury said he was confi¬ 
dent in the ability of energy companies to 
develop carbon capture and storage technology. 

He said he was against plans for new coal- 
fired power plants, such as the one planned for 
Kingsnorth in Medway, unless the technology 
was in place to prevent harmful gases being 
pumped into the atmosphere. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “I’ve said right from 
the outset that having unabated coal is environ-

mentally unsustainable. In future we should 
only be going ahead with new coal if carbon cap¬ 
ture and storage (CCS) is part of the process.” 

He said he welcomed Energy Secretary Ed 
Miliband’s announcement in April that com¬ 
panies would have to demonstrate carbon cap¬ 
ture to a certain capacity for new coal plants to 
be given the go-ahead. 

Rocket science 

The Government’s coal consultation opened 
last Wednesday and after it has finished in 
September, four sites will be chosen for com¬ 
mercial scale CCS demonstrations. 


It is predicted that by 2020, CCS will have 
been proven and all four plants will have to 
retrofit the technology to capture 90 per cent 
of emissions. 

However, environmentalists believe new 
coal power stations should not go ahead unless 
they can already capture all their emissions. 

Lord Smith said: “I’m very confident that 
CCS will prove to work. It’s not rocket science 
- we know how the technology works. 

“The issues are about the scale on which it is 
operating and getting the engineering right. 

“These are the issues that need to be sorted 
out through the demonstrations rather than the 
basic principles. It is already proven to work.” 

Energy giant E.ON, which wants to build a 
new coal-fired power station at Kingsnorth, 
has announced it has already chosen two engi-

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neering companies to join its bid to be one of 
the four demonstration sites for CCS. 

Dr Paul Golby, chief executive of the compa¬ 
ny, said MHI and Foster Wheeler Energy had 
been selected. 

“We’ve already made a commitment to fit 
capture technology to the proposed new units 
at Kingsnorth, dependant on the outcome of 
the consultation. 

“But that also relies upon us being granted 
approval to go ahead with the project,” he said. 

On Monday, Greenpeace activists protested 
over E.ON’s plans for the Hoo Peninsula site 
by intercepting a coal vessel heading for the 
power station’s dock. 

Dirtiest 

The stand-off between four of the protestors, 
who managed to climb up the foremast, and 
the police ended after an injunction was 
served on Tuesday. 

Activist Sarah Shoraka said: “Mr Miliband’s 
new policies would still allow E.ON to build 
the dirtiest new power station in Britain for 
30 years.” 

Greenpeace said the Government’s new pol¬ 
icy on clean coal would still allow three-quar¬ 
ters of the power plant’s emissions to be 
pumped out, which equalled six million tonnes 
of C02 every year.

COPENHAGEN is not a big city. Fewer than 
two million people live there. But in 
December it will become the most important 
place on Earth. The reason? Climate change 
- the biggest threat facing our planet. 

We’ve known for a while that pumping 
heat-trapping gases into the atmosphere has 
serious consequences. But now scientists 
have produced the clearest warnings yet 
about what this will mean for Britain. 

Last week, the Government published pre¬ 
dictions of our future climate by Met Office 
experts. For the first time, the data is 
detailed enough to show us what the 2080s 
could be like in Kent. Temperatures on the 
hottest day of the year could rise by 10C 
above averages seen in the late 20th centu¬ 
ry. Rainfall on the wettest day could increase 
by 45 per cent. Living conditions for our 
grandchildren could be unbearable, with 
more flooding, heatwaves and droughts. 

Elsewhere, things could be worse. Millions 
could be forced out of their own countries 
because it is too hot or flooded. More people 
could be at risk from diseases such as 
malaria; and a third of known species could 
be at increased risk of extinction. That’s if we 
do nothing, if we keep wasting energy and 
pumping gases into the air. 

This is where Copenhagen comes in. At 
the beginning of December, the UK will take 
its seat alongside the other 191 members of 
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UK’s climate change commitments in the run-up to UN’s Copenhagen conference

I T IS “essential” to defend Romney 
Marsh against flooding, 
Environment Agency chairman 
Lord Smith said as he renewed his 
warning that not every inch of 
Britain’s coastline could be protected 
from rising sea levels due to climate 
change and erosion. 

The former culture secretary was in 
Kent to view work on the second 
phase of a sea defence project at 
Dymchurch, which is costing £60 mil¬ 
lion and due to be completed in 2011. 

As one of the 1,700 concrete stepped 
units was hoisted into position, he told 
Kent on Sunday: “The defence is 
stretching round the whole coast from 
Folkestone all the way to Cliff End 
[East Sussex]. 

“It protects a large area of Romney 
Marsh and also properties and thou¬ 
sands of people in an area where there 
is a lot of economic and agricultural 
activity. This is a special part of the 
south coast. It is also an important 
holiday destination. If proper defences 
were not in place we would be at risk 
of losing the whole marsh.” 

Shepway is one of 10 areas in the 
country with the highest number of 
properties at significant risk of flood¬ 
ing. A new report by the Environment 
Agency found more than 9,000 proper¬ 
ties were in danger and that number 
could rise. In the report, Flooding In 
England, researchers found that across 
the South East 111,356 homes were at 
risk. Lord Smith has said that Britain 


faces tough choices over which coasts to 
defend and which to leave to the sea. 

“You are not going to be able to 
defend every inch with sea levels ris¬ 
ing due to climate change and erosion. 
It would cost billions,” he said. 

At risk 

“But there are many parts of the 
coast which are essential to defend, 
where properties are at stake and 
lives are at risk. That is certainly the 
case at Romney Marsh.” 

At the launch of the flood risk report 
last Friday, the agency said that for a 
basic level of protection it would be 
necessary to invest £20 billion over the 
next 25 years on flood defences nation¬ 


ally. Talking about the cost of the 
Dymchurch defences, Lord Smith 
said: “The cost of this portion of the 
work is £30 million. The total cost of 
protecting Romney Marsh is going to 
be £100m. It is an investment 
absolutely worth making.” 

Pointing out a row of houses below 
the promenade and construction site, 
he said: “These are below sea level. If 
we did not have defences here we 
would already be facing flooding hun¬ 
dreds of yards inland.” 

Andrew Pearce, the agency’s area 
manager for Kent, said the sea defence 
programme to protect the whole of 
Romney Marsh would take a decade to 
complete and should last 100 years.

End at last to gang’s c rim e spree

THE ringleader of a prolific organ¬ 
ised crime gang is one of 10 people 
sentenced for a series of robberies 
and ATM attacks across Kent, 
Essex and south east London. 

Henry Dunn, 27, unemployed from 
Barnfield caravan site, Ash, near near 
Brands Hatch, was sentenced to six years in 
prison for theft and burglary and given three 
years, to run concurrently, for metal theft, at 
Maidstone Crown Court on Friday. 

Kent Police said a major organised crime 
gang had been dismantled following the sen¬ 
tencing and the people of Kent were much 
safer as a result. 

Det Sgt Rob Haines, of the force’s serious 
organised crime unit, said: “While people were 
sleeping in their beds at night, these criminals 
were out and about committing crimes. 

“Money was their motivation but their 
greed couldn’t match Kent Police’s commit¬ 
ment to pursuing serious criminals and 
bringing them to justice.” 

Dunn’s series of offences included the theft 
of £110,000 in cash and property, and caus- 
ing£191,000 of damage.

Road, Gravesend, was jailed for three years 
for theft of £30,000 of copper cabling. The 
sentence will run concurrently with a one- 
year term for stealing an HGV. 

He received a suspended sentence and 
unpaid work for stealing metal cable after he 
was found guilty by a jury at Maidstone 
Crown Court. 

Tom ‘Tucker’ Dunn, 23, unemployed of 
South Ash Road, Sevenoaks, was found 
guilty and sentenced to two-and-a-half years 
for stealing £30,000 of copper cable.

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Recession and high 
oil prices fuel theft

THE ECONOMIC down¬ 
turn coupled with soar¬ 
ing oil prices led to 
record levels of fuel theft 
in 2008, according to 
Kent Police. 

New figures show incidents of 
motorists driving off without 
paying for their petrol, or steal¬ 
ing fuel by siphoning it from the 
pumps, have increased by 14 per 
cent last year. 

In July, 2008, the price of oil 
hit an all-time peak at nearly 
$150 a barrel. Now the figure is 
around $70, but economic com¬ 
mentators say prices are expect¬ 
ed to increase further this year. 

A police spokesman told Kent 
on Sunday: “The 2007 fuel theft 
figures do not vary much from 
the foregoing years. We believe 
those for 2008 are higher due to 
the effects of the rise in fuel 
prices during the year, aggravat¬ 
ed by the economic downturn.” 

In response to increases in fuel 
theft across the county, a cam¬ 
paign has been launched to tack¬ 
le forecourt crime. 

The spokesman said the force 
was unable to speculate whether 
further increases in oil prices 
would lead to rises in petrol theft. 

Police statistics show there 
were 2,492 fuel thefts in 2008, 
with north Kent hit with the 
most incidents at 738. In 2007, 
there were 2,181 fuel thefts and 
north Kent was again the worst 
hit area with 549 incidents. 

Fuel thefts cost the UK petrol 
industry £30 million a year. In 


response to the increase in Kent, 
police have launched an initia¬ 
tive to tackle the problem - 
Forecourt Watch. 

As part of the initiative to 
drive down fuel theft, officers 
will visit the county’s 300 petrol 
stations to distribute crime pre¬ 
vention posters, pump stickers 
and a newsletter highlighting 
the number plates of vehicles 
involved in forecourt crime. 

Investigations into the prob¬ 
lem have revealed that the 
offences are often linked to other 
vehicle crime such as number 
plate theft, police said. 

Chief Insp Lee Russell, head of 
partnerships and crime reduc¬ 
tion, said: “Kent Police is work¬ 
ing closely with the British Oil 
Security Syndicate (BOSS) to 
reduce petrol thefts and make 
service station forecourts safer. 

Criminals 

“Occasionally people genuine¬ 
ly forget to pay for petrol, or for¬ 
get their purse. However, most 
non-payments are by criminals 
using stolen vehicles or stolen 
number plates. 

“The north Kent pilot [of this 
campaign] was really successful 
and saw a huge reduction in 
petrol thefts. We hope to replicate 
this success across the county.” 

In north Kent the pilot slashed 
petrol thefts by 38 per cent. 

Kevin Eastwood, executive 
director of BOSS, an independ¬ 
ent trade organisation that cam¬ 
paigns to reduce forecourt crime, 
said: “By building successful 
partnerships with police, petrol 
retailers and other agencies 
through initiatives such as 
Forecourt Watch, we are able to 
deter and prevent crime.”

POLICE have failed to get a sus¬ 
pect in the £53 million Securitas 
robbery extradited from Morocco. 

Lee Murray, a cagefighter 
police have accused of being one 
of the ringleaders in the raid on 
the Tonbridge depot, was ruled 
to be a Moroccan citizen by a 
court in the north African coun¬ 
try on Wednesday. 

A spokesman for Kent Police 
said: “Lee Murray was deemed 
to be Moroccan and therefore 
cannot be extradited to this 
country. As planned, Kent Police 
is now working with the 
Moroccan police on this inquiry.” 

Murray, of Sidcup, is charged 
with conspiracy to rob, conspira¬ 
cy to kidnap and conspiracy to 
possess firearms. 

Police launched extradition 
proceedings in the hope of him 
standing trial in the UK. 

Last year, five members of the 
gang were convicted and jailed 
for their part in the UK’s biggest 


ever cash heist. The 2006 rob¬ 
bery at the Securitas depot in 
Tonbridge saw manager Colin 
Dixon and his family kidnapped 
at gunpoint by men impersonat¬ 
ing police officers. 

Police have since recovered 
around £20 million of the cash, 
but millions more remains unac¬ 
counted for. 

Gang members convicted last 
year were found guilty of kid¬ 
nap, robbery and firearms 
charges. Stuart Royal, 49, from 
Maidstone, Jetmir Bucpapa, 26, 
from Tonbridge, Roger Coutts, 
30, of Welling in south east 
London and Lea Rusha, 35, from 
Southborough, were given inde¬ 
terminate sentences and 
ordered to serve a minimum of 
15 years. 

Emir Hysenaj, 28, from 
Crowborough in East Sussex, 
was sentenced to 20 years in jail 
and told he would serve a mini¬ 
mum of 10.

Holland’s 
home on 
heritage 
risk list 



MUSICIAN and Later presenter 
Jools Holland said he is spending a 
fortune on his historic castle home 
in Medway - but it has still 
appeared on a heritage list saying 
it’s in ‘Very bad” condition. 

English Heritage has published its latest list 
of 1,000 listed buildings in the UK which are 
in need of some attention, but it’s not all bad 
news for Kent. 

The late Tory MP Alan Clark owned another 
well-known castle, and has now been taken off 
the risk list. Mr Clark, who died in 1999, lived 
at Saltwood Castle, near Hythe. 

The hard-living fan of fast cars and faster

women, apparently let the fabric of the build¬ 
ing fall into a state of disrepair. But now 
English Heritage has praised his widow Jane 
for sorting many of the more serious problems. 

English Heritage said: “A year after waking 
up to headlines suggesting she had allowed 
Saltwood Castle to crumble, Jane Clark has 
succeeded in having it taken off the ‘at risk’ 
list. The victory, she believes, would have 
prompted her late husband to uncork a bottle 
of his beloved Chateau d’Yquem 1967.” 

The medieval fortress is Grade-I listed and a 
Scheduled Ancient Monument that has suf¬ 


fered at the hands of gales and the death 
watch beetle. 

Now English Heritage is more worried about 
another Kent castle. 

Cooling Castle is a 14th century building, 
but much of it is in ruins. Holland said it 
would cost too much to restore all of it, but he 
is doing what he can to conserve it. 

The Heritage organisation said the castle is 
in “very bad” condition and in need of ‘A’ list 
priority attention in its new Heritage at Risk 
register. Holland said he was spending 
£100,000 over the next seven years to safe¬ 
guard what’s left of the castle. 

He told The Times: “I love the building but 
you could never restore it - not even if you 
were a Russian oligarch. So what we’re doing 


is consolidation. We’ve already restored some 
collapsed walls. 

“It’s not open to the public and I’m surprised 
we’re on the register, but I have no quarrel 
with it. The register is a great thing and 
reminds us of the great heritage we have and 
must look after.” 

In Margate, the Dreamland Cinema has for 
the first time been identified as at risk. The 
cinema is seen as one of the most important 
20th century additions to Margate’s seafront, 
one of Britain’s oldest seaside resorts. 

The register now also lists conservation 
areas at risk, with many in Kent. 

These include Oak Road and The Oval in 
Bexley; Queens Road and Wye in Ashford; 
Eddington, Highland Court, Martyrs Field, 
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New Dover Road, Nunnery Field, Reculver, 
Seaview Chalet Park and Womenswold, all in 
Canterbury; Dartford town centre; Lenham 
Elmstone Hole and Wateringbury Station in 
Maidstone; Brasted High Street, Chidding- 
stone, Edenbridge, Halstead, Kippington and 
Oakhill Road, Otford, Riverhead, Seal, South 
Darenth, Sundridge, The Vine, Vine Court, all 
in Sevenoaks, along with high streets in 
Sevenoaks and Shoreham; Dungeness, Lydd, 
Sandgate High Street in Shepway; plus Royal 
Tunbridge Wells. 

The register also lists parks, gardens, monu¬ 
ments, battlefields and shipwrecks which need 
improvements. 

Simon Thurley, chief executive at English 
Heritage, said: “Our register is not about nam¬ 


ing and shaming but about drawing attention 
to problems. We are not being vicious. We our¬ 
selves own 10 buildings at risk on the register 
and 73 scheduled monuments.” 

Among the 78 buildings at risk in Kent is 
the Monuments in the precinct of Canterbury 
Cathedral. The Western Heights fortifications 
at Castle Hill, Dover, are rated as poor. And 
the Dairy, at Cobham Hall is in fair condition, 
but “awaiting completion of works”. 

St Andrews Chapel in Boarley Lane, Boxley, 
is a late 15th century chapel which is empty 
and suffering vandalism. 

Mote House in Maidstone, dating back to 
1793, is also fair, and was recently used as an 
old people’s home and is currently undergoing 
repair and conversion for retirement housing. 


The ruined gateway to the College of All 
Saints in Mill Street, Maidstone, is in poor 
condition with structural cracking. 

Martell Tower number nine at Sandgate, 
dating from 1806, is very bad. The preserva¬ 
tion of archaeological and historical signifi¬ 
cance will be the main consideration in assess¬ 
ing plans to convert the towers for residential 
use, the organisation said. 

The former Medway Ports Authority Offices 
at Sheemess, dating from 1839 is fair but has 
a growing maintenance problem. 

Shepway council said it was carrying out 
appraisals of 14 of the 21 conservation areas in 
the district: ‘We value the contribution these 
areas make to the character of our district and 
do our best to maintain and enhance them.” 


Dartford Council said there were proposals 
for the town centre “currently at the planning 
stage with Government, the outcome of which 
is due to be known early autumn.” 

Maidstone council’s conservation team has 
conducted a census of its 41 conservation areas. 

A spokesman said: “The results revealed 
that in many respects the borough’s conserva¬ 
tion areas are in good health, with few prob¬ 
lems of building dereliction or disuse. 

“The greatest threat to character which 
emerged was the damage caused to unlisted 
houses by alterations carried out under per¬ 
mitted development rights where no planning 
permission was needed - such things as 
UPVC windows and doors, and changes of 
roofing materials.”

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Pair are jailed 
after series of 
JCB attacks on 
cash machines

TWO ram-raiders have been sen¬ 
tenced for their part in a series of 
JCB cash machine attacks across 
Kent. 

Tony Clive Hart, 22, from Ashford, and Jon 
Leonard Cloke, 23, from Gravesend, pleaded 
guilty at Maidstone Crown Court to charges of 
conspiracy to burgle and the theft of multiple 
vehicles and JCBs. 

The court heard how the pair targeted an 
Asda superstore in Greenhithe, Natwest bank 
in Larkfield and a Tesco superstone in 
Rainham, between June and October, 2008. 

Two other men are believed to have aided 
Hart and Cloke in the ram-raids. 

Hart was sentenced to six years and six 
months, while Cloke received five years and 
nine months. 

Sentencing, Judge Philip St John-Stevens 
said the pair were “part of an organised group 
that targeted ATMs and their contents. These 
crimes constituted serious offences”. 

Hart and Cloke become the 14th and 15th 
ram-raiders to be convicted following 
Kent police’s Serious and Organised Crime 


Unit’s two-and-a-half year investigation into 
criminal gangs. 

Det Insp Tom Richards of the SOCU said: 
“These two men are the latest in a string of 


offenders who have been brought to 
justice thanks to the tireless and diligent 
work of the unit. 

“We have been able to disrupt organised

criminal gangs across the county over the past 
two years. 

“Those 13 men are now joined by Jon 
Leonard Cloke and Tony Clive Hart.

BRITAIN’S largest greenhouse complex is 
being guarded by some of the world’s 
fiercest fighters, writes Chris Murphy. 

Thanet Earth is under the 24-hour protec¬ 
tion of retired Gurkhas, many of whom have 
set up home in the county. 

Now they are being used to keep vandals 
and thieves out of the enormous site that is 
the size of 80 footballs pitches, and grows 
some 1.3 million plants. 

Its crops include tomatoes, cucumbers 
and peppers, which are grown using hydro¬ 
ponics and are set to give a 15 per cent 
boost to the country’s salad industry. 

The security contract went to G4S 
Gurkha Services which is part of G4S 
Secure Solutions, a major player in the 
security business. 

The company said it is an example of 
G4S’s ability to use its specialist resources 
to provide a rapid response to meet 
its customers’ requirements. 

In this instance, G4S was 
able to provide trained, 
licensed security officers on 
the Thanet Earth site the day 
after the request for security 
officers was made. 

Thanet Earth managing direc¬ 
tor Steve McVickers said: “We 
were impressed by the Gurkha 
officers who were guarding a site 
nearby and recognise the skills 
they will bring to securing our 
unique premises. 

“A number of 


Gurkha women also work at Thanet Earth; 
we have enormous respect for the Gurkha 
culture and values.” 

And John Whitwam, boss of G4S Gurkha 
Services added: “As the largest employer of 
former British Army Gurkhas in the UK, we 
use a unique, military management structure. 

“We have a proven ability to provide a 
high level of security at short notice, and 
are able to relocate officers to start a two- 
week trial the very next day.” 

Now dozens of the battle-hardened men 
are keeping a close vigil at Thanet Earth. 

The security company said they carefully 
sourced the soldiers, and added: “Gurkhas 
provide reliable, unobtrusive security cover.” 

It is more good news for the famous fight¬ 
ing men from Nepal - with the help of 
actress Joanna Lumley, they won the right 
to live and work in Britain after putting their 
lives at risk in numerous warzones on 
behalf of this country. 

There are Gurkha soldiers 
based in Folkestone and 
Maidstone. 

In recent years, Gurkhas have 
served in Bosnia, Kosovo, 
Iraq and Afghanistan. The 
men have won 13 Victoria 
Crosses awarded for gallantry 
by the British government.

EVER wondered how Wimbledon 
commentators know so much 
about the particular game they are 
watching? 

All those statistics about the number of aces, 
double faults and a myriad of other startling 
facts are compiled by a team of data entry 
staff, and this year graduate and keen tennis 
player Jessica Weeks, from Beckenham, is one 
of those vital backroom operatives. 

The 21-year-old was chosen by computer 
giant IBM to join around 40 others in its team 
at this year’s Wimbledon Championships. 

They have to analyse every single shot 
played by Andy Murray and the rest of the 
stars during around 600 matches for the two 
weeks of the championships. 

Knowing the game inside out helps too, 
because all that point-by-point detail means 
they really need to know their drop shots from 
their volleys. 

Add in the vital need for speed and accuracy 
too, and it’s clear the job is highly intense. 

Weaknesses 

Each team member is expertly trained 
before they take up their court-side positions. 

Jessica has just graduated from California 
State University in Long Beach, USA, with a 
BA degree in communications studies and 
marketing. 

Her skill as a junior tennis player helped 
with the training because she can’t afford to 
miss a stroke during the high-speed matches. 

Once logged, IBM sends the data around the 
world in an instant, keeping broadcasters, 
media and tennis fans worldwide up-to-date 
with the latest scores and statistics. 

Detailed analytical reports for the players 
are also available as soon as the match has 
been completed. 


valuable it is to be able to see at a glance the 
key points in a match and to be able to analyse 
specific strengths and weaknesses, not only of 
my own, but also of my next opponent. 

“I am so proud to be a part of this fantastic 
service provided by IBM at Wimbledon.” 

During her studies, she competed on a four- 
year tennis scholarship at CSULB, the 
women’s division one American collegiate sys¬ 
tem, as well as playing for the Kent tennis 
team outside of term time. 

And if she gets peckish, there are plenty of 
‘green’ strawberries on hand too that have 
been produced using water-saving techniques 
developed in Kent. 

Scientists at East Mailing Research (EMR) 
said it usually takes an average of 70 tonnes of 
water, which is 70,000 litres, to produce one 
tonne of strawberries. That works out at 17.5 
litres of water per punnet. 

Some growers even use double that, with 
many of them already operating in areas 
known to be under severe water stress. 


Now the East Mailing scientists, who are world 
leaders in developing and growing soft fruit, 
can reduce consumption to 10 tonnes of water 
per tonne of strawberries, while maintaining 
commercial yields and growing sweeter berries. 

The amount of vitamin C and other antioxi¬ 
dants was also increased which improve the 
fruit’s shelf-life. 

Boffins 

Mike Solomon, EMR chief executive, said: 
“Not only does our research present significant 
and tangible benefits for the nation’s strawberry 
growers who produce in excess of 70,000 tonnes 
each year, but it also reduces the environmental 
impact required to produce the fruit.”

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Healing power of literature gives survivors a voice during Refugee Week event

A RENOWNED Kurdish poet 
has spoken about the healing 
power of the arts for survivors of 
violence and conflict. 

Dr Choman Hardi, who was bom in 
Kurdistan and raised in Iraq and Iran, gave 
a reading of her celebrated work at a writ¬ 
ers’ workshop and per¬ 
formance poetry event 
for Refugee Week in 
Canterbury. 

After coming to the 
UK in 1993 she stud¬ 
ied at Queen’s College 
Oxford, University 
College London and 
the University of Kent, 
where she carried out 
PhD work on the men¬ 
tal health of women 
refugees. 

“For anyone as a 
means of expression, 
any sort of writing or art can be therapeu¬ 
tic,” she said. 

“It is the best way of expressing your feel¬ 
ings. Poetry workshops are done all over the 
world for people who have experienced con¬ 
flict and violence, to find a way of dealing 
with it and expressing themselves.” 

Her family were forced to leave their 
homeland in 1988 because of the Anfal 
campaign led by Saddam Hussein’s Iraqi 
regime and headed by Ali Hassan al-Majid 
- known as ‘Chemical Ali’ - who has since 
been sentenced to death for the atrocities. 

Dr Hardi said she was preparing an aca¬ 
demic book based on interviews with those 
widowed during the genocide campaign, 
which saw 182,000 civilians shot and 
buried in mass graves, 4,000 Kurdish vil¬ 
lages destroyed and the extensive use of 
chemical weapons. 

Onslaught 

An estimated 50,000 women were wid¬ 
owed by the onslaught. She said: “The social 
structure changed without any support. 
These women had to raise their children 
alone. Many of them still live in sub-stan¬ 
dard housing and in great poverty.” 

Refugee Week ran from June 14-20 and 
about 30 people - including refugees living 
in the county - took part in the poetry day, 
held to mark the end of the campaign which 
was organised by the Kent Refugee Help 
charity. 

The week celebrated the contribution 
refugees make to the UK and encouraged 
greater understanding between communi¬ 
ties. Hubert Moore, a former head of 
English at Cranbrook School, led the writ¬ 
ers’ workshop. He has been volunteering for 
the Medical Foundation for the Care of 
Victims of Torture for nine years. 

At the foundation he works as a writing 
mentor for a group of six survivors of tor¬ 
ture from around the world. 

He said: “To pass something from your 
head onto a page, then to work on it on the 
page, gives you control over what has hap¬ 
pened to you. It can do lots - although it 
doesn’t always work - and I’ve seen it help 
marvellously.” 

Two people from his group, a woman from 
Sudan and a man from Uganda, took part 
in last weekend’s event, which was called 
Frontiers. 

“Very, very few clients choose to use writ¬ 
ing to help them come to terms with what 
is happening to them. It can be a way of 
bringing them to life,” Mr Moore said. 

“These two use writing to be able to look 
back at what happened and go on living. 
They do not always write about prison or 
torture. Both write very cheerfully some¬ 
times - and humorously.” 

During an open mic session at the end, 
Kate Adams of Kent Refugee Help, which 
supports inmates at Dover’s immigration 
detention centre and campaigns to end the

indefinite detention of asylum seekers, read out 
her poem, Salaam Alaykum. 

“My poem is about someone who became so ill 
in detention he stopped talking,” she said. 

“He was taken from Dover to a London deten¬ 
tion centre and segregated. Finally, with a court 
order, we got him into a psychiatric hospital. 

“Salaam Alaykum - peace be upon you - was 
his message to fellow detainees in Dover who had 
joined me in writing to him as a way of letting 
him know we still cared. I had never before had a 
client who became mute and it was wonderful to 
hear his voice again.”

Ombudsman backs city 
council over gay dispute

THE GAY-friendly credentials of a 
local authority have been officially 
upheld after a long-running dispute 
with homosexual campaigners. 

Pride in Canterbury accused the city coun¬ 
cil of ignoring the needs of lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual and transgender (LGBT) people and took 
its complaint to the Local Government 
Ombudsman (LGO). 

After the protest, which was made in April, 
the ombudsman has announced she will not 
be pursuing the allegations any further. 

A pleased Colin Carmichael, Canterbury 
City Council’s chief executive, said: “We have 
always refuted suggestions that the council 
doesn’t engage with the LGBT community 
and I’m delighted the ombudsman agrees the 
argument is groundless. 

Importance 

“Such allegations have been particularly 
disappointing in light of the past funding we 
have secured for Pride in Canterbury and our 
holding of a gay open day in the council offices 
on one Saturday last year.” 

Pride in Canterbury’s original complaint 
hit the headlines nationally and prominent 
gay rights campaigner and Labour peer Lord 
Waheed Alii waded into the dispute. 

The pride group, which is chaired by 
Andrew Brettell, called on the council to pro¬ 
vide an LGBT community drop-in centre, a

gay bar and put forward the potential for 
‘pink tourism’ and the importance of regular 
LGBT culture in the city. 

But in the wake of the publicity over the city 


being ‘anti-gay 7 , it was announced that C02, 
Canterbury’s first gay bar, was to open at the 
site of the former lap-dancing club Scribes. 

Launched on June 5, the nightspot promises 
drag artists, tribute acts, DJs and camp bingo. 

Lord Alli’s office, specifically his political 
advisor Theo Grzegorczyk, had picked up on 
part of the ombudsman’s response that 
stated the council has no statutory duty to 
promote LGBT culture. 

He said the Equality Bill currently being 
considered by Parliament would mean coun¬ 
cils would have a statutory duty to engage 
with all members of their communities. 

But the council had argued that regardless 
of statutory duty, it had anyway been work¬ 
ing with the pride organisation and others. 

Conclusion 

A letter to Pride in Canterbury from 
ombudsman Christine Kane said: “I see from 
information provided by the council that it has 
given your organisation funding in past years. 

“It has invited you to provide details of tour¬ 
ing plays and musicals, for example, which 
would be of interest to the LGBT community. 

“I see no reason, therefore, for the council to 
keep revisiting complaints that have been 
properly considered simply because you are 
unhappy with the outcome.” 

Mr Carmichael added: “We hope the 
ombudsman’s conclusion draws a line under 
this particular episode. We will however, con¬ 
tinue to work closely with the local LGBT com¬ 
munity in identifying particular needs and 
concerns and offering help whenever possible.”

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£ 1 m asylum 
scheme was 
‘not a failure’ 
says charity

A CHARITY has defended a £1 
million pilot project to help failed 
asylum seekers and their fami¬ 
lies return to their homelands - 
despite just one family leaving 
the UK 

Roy Millard is deputy chief executive of 
Migrant Helpline, which ran the 
Government-funded scheme at the 
Millbank centre in Ashford that aimed to 
reduce the number of children locked up in 
immigration detention centres. 

In a highly critical report published 
by the Childreris Society, the pilot, which 
ran from November, 2007, until October, 
2008, was labelled as a “missed opportuni¬ 
ty” and “flawed”. 

Mr Millard reflected on the scheme, 
which was co-run by the UK Border Agency 
(UKBA), that aimed to help 260 families - 
but dealt with just 13 and resulted in only 
one returning to their country of origin. 

“We were happy to play a part in develop¬ 
ing a pilot to provide material to plan a 
new system for the UK, which does not rely 
on the blunt instrument of imprisonment,” 
he said. 

“The pilot started to test things and pro¬ 
vide useful information. 

Lack of awareness 

“Unfortunately that never really hap¬ 
pened properly because not enough people 
went through it to test the model.” 

He said that simply focusing on the 
fact the project cost £lm and only one 
family left the UK was not seeing the 
whole picture. 

The Childreris Society said around 2,000 
children, including many who have fled 
horrific situations, are locked up in immi¬ 
gration detention centres each year. 

Mr Millard said: “The pilot was to enable 
an alternative to children and families 
being put in prison. 

“These people have not committed a 


crime, they have only claimed asylum and 
their claims were reftised. 

“The ill effects of being detained, on men¬ 
tal and physical health, especially on chil¬ 
dren, are very well documented.” 

In its report, the Children’s Society found 
the criteria for finding families was con¬ 
fused, referrals to the pilot were slow (the 
first family did not arrive until January, 
2008, three months after the scheme 
began), there was limited awareness of the 
pilot among UKBA staff and some of the 
families referred were unsuitable. 

Mr Millard said: “If the pilot had worked 
and had the numbers come through we 
would have had a much more humane, 
effective and economically efficient model 
to role out.” 

He said keeping a family in detention 
costs an estimated £20,000 a year and the 
alternative offered at Millbank was around 
a quarter of that. 

“Our reaction is that we should not stop 
looking for alternatives,” he said. “It should 
have worked better and promotion of the 
project was key. 

“UKBA is a big agency, I’m not going to 
criticise them but they had to get messages 
out right away and it did take some time to 
do that. You have to go out and promote it 
and they did acknowledge that after a couple 
of months.” 

The report spoke about a climate of fear 
at Millbank. One family had come 
straight from Yarl’s Wood detention centre 
and were in an emotional state and distrust¬ 
ful of the authorities. 

Rumours circulated about enforced 
removal. It noted that Migrant Helpline, 
which is based in Dover, was not allowed 
to visit families before they were moved 
to Millbank. 

The families were coerced into taking 
part in the pilot for fear of destitution if 
they did not, the report said. 

Families had to share rooms at the centre 
and one father told the Childreris Society 
that he went outside to cry in the corridor 
so as not to distress his children. 

The charity said it had carried out the 
report to provide an alternative to the 
UKBA’s assertion that it failed because 
families absconded. 


Welcome home brave soldiers 


A HOMECOMING parade for soldiers from 
The Princess of Wales’ Royal Regiment is set 
to take place next month. 

The first battalion of the regiment will be 
marching through the streets of Tunbridge 
Wells to mark their return from active serv¬ 
ice in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Cllr Leonard Price, the town’s mayor, 
will be inspecting the troops. 

He will also be presenting medals to 
Kent soldiers, including Private Andres 
Neil, who was part of the last British 


Army convoy to cross the border from Iraq 
to Kuwait. 

A parade of veterans will march behind the 
battalion for some of the route, and Lance 
Corporal Johnson Beharry of the same regi¬ 
ment and the only living recipient of the 
Victoria Cross will also be present. 

The homecoming celebration is taking 
place on Friday, July 17, and the soldiers will 
march in Crescent Road in front of the 
Assembly Hall Theatre for the Mayor’s 
inspection and presentation at 12.15pm.

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‘Green’ service to honour the 
founder of modem pharmacy

A MAN who contributed much to 
the speed new medicines were 
discovered and reached needy 
patients has been remembered 
in a moving ceremony. 

Jacob Bell, from Tunbridge Wells, died 
150 years ago and is world famous for 
founding the Royal Pharmaceutical Society 
of Great Britain (RPSGB). 

On the anniversary, a ‘green’ service was 
held when medicinal shrubs were planted. 

It took place at his memorial in Woodbury 
Park Cemetery, Royal Tunbridge Wells. 

The current president of the society, Steve 
Churton, and the Mayor of Tunbridge 
Wells, Cllr Leonard Price, were invited to 
the ceremony by the Friends of Woodbury 
Park Cemetery. 

They planted the medicinal shrubs 
around the memorial which has recently 
been restored by the society to mark the 
important date. 

The past president of the British Society 
for the History of Pharmacy, Dr Michael 
Jepson, also took part in the ceremony, 
unveiling a plaque to mark BSHP’s funding 
of the medicinal plants. 

Bell was a pioneering pharmacist, who 
founded the society in 1841. 

He was also an MP, an art collector and a 
business advisor to a circle of artists includ¬ 
ing Sir Edwin Landseer. 

He died aged 49 at Summerhill House, 
Tunbridge Wells, in 1859. 

Collections 

Mr Churton said: “Jacob Bell led the way 
in developing the status of pharmacy. 

“In establishing the society he created the 
basis of the profession of which generations 
have been proud to belong. 

“It’s an honour to be at his memorial to 
remember his many achievements and we 
intend to carry forward his energy and pas¬ 
sion for pharmacy in the years to come.” 

Cllr Price added: “We are proud that 
Royal Tunbridge Wells is the final resting 
place of the distinguished Victorian phar¬ 
macist Jacob Bell, who founded the Royal 
Pharmaceutical Society. 

“Now, 150 years on from his death, it is a 
fitting tribute that the society, in associa¬ 
tion with the Friends of Woodbury Park 
Cemetery, has restored his memorial. 

“Now we may all honour his achieve¬ 
ments in the tranquil and green surround¬ 
ings of this unique heritage site.” 

A £4.50 booklet called Jacob Bell: A 
Useful and Honourable Life, has also been 
launched. 

It was co-written by Briony Hudson, 
keeper of the society’s museum collections, 
and June Bridgeman, of the Friends of 
Woodbury Park Cemetery, with all the pro¬ 
ceeds going towards conservation work by 
the Friends of Woodbury Park Cemetery. 

The society became the professional and 
regulatory body for pharmacists. It also reg¬ 
ulates pharmacy technicians on a volun¬ 
tary basis, which will become statutory 
from July 1. 

The primary objectives of the RPSGB are 
to lead, regulate, develop and represent the 
profession of pharmacy. 

It also leads and supports the develop¬ 
ment and advancement of science, practice, 
education and knowledge in pharmacy.

Survey reveals 
the true cost of 
relying on your 
flexible friends 

WITH the recession continuing, many people 
in Kent are sinking further into debt, accord¬ 
ing to a new report, writes Chris Murphy. 

The popular website confused.com analysed 
credit card spending around the UK, including 
several major towns in Kent. 

It found debt in the UK is rising, following a 
close look at 137 areas. Watford residents are 
the most heavily indebted as the average per¬ 
son owes a staggering 166 per cent of their 
annual salary, they said. 

The researchers discovered Bromley borrow¬ 
ers rely heavily on their flexible friends, with 
the average outstanding balance at £1,926 and 
are among the worst in the UK. 

Next up for Kent is Tunbridge Wells, fol¬ 
lowed by Maidstone, Tonbridge, and Dartford, 
all between £1,500-1,900. 

Bromley is again the worst in Kent for owing 
debt. The researchers found the residents of 
Tunbridge Wells are next owing 133 per cent of 
their annual salaiy, followed by Ashford on 131 
per cent, then Maidstone with 130 per cent and 
Dartford on 126 per cent. 

The people of Dartford own the most on loans 
and hire purchase, with average debts of 
£2,771, followed by Chatham, Sittingboume, 
Maidstone and Ashford, which has an average 
of £2,424. 

Gemma Stanbuiy, head of savings, loans and 
debt at confused.com, said a typical resident 
from Bromley could be paying more than £308 
in interest alone every year, but by switching 
to a zero per cent balance transfer card they 
could pay no interest, giving them the chance 
to repay some or all of their outstanding debt. 


Family’s tribute to 
PC son who ‘died

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“A LARGER than life character 
who loved to make people 
laugh”, is the touching tribute 
from the family of a police officer 
who died in the line of duty. 

PC Phillip Pratt was killed while he was 
directing traffic with a fellow officer follow¬ 
ing an accident on the Maidstone-bound 
carriageway of the A249 on June 14. 

The 26-year-old was hit by a grey Peugeot 
206 at around 8am as he was putting cones 
in place to divert vehicles off the A249 
Sheppey-bound junction with the slip road 
on to the A2. 

Kent Police’s Serious Collision Invest¬ 
igation Unit (SCIU) is investigating the 
incident and has appealed for anyone in the 
area at the time to get in touch. 

His parents, Ted and Chris, sister Julia 
and fiancee Debbie O’Neill, said he was a 
big-hearted man who gave 100 per cent to 
everything he did. 

Mrs Pratt said: “Some people make a mark 
on the world by the way they live and the dif¬ 
ference they make to those whose lives they 
touch - Phill was just such a person. 

“He was a larger than life character.” 

Overwhelmed 

PC Pratt was a well-respected officer who 
worked as a special constable and a police 
staff employee within the Force 
Communications Centre (FCC) before 
becoming a regular officer. 

Chief Insp Tony Henley, the borough com¬ 
mander for Swale, said: “He was an enthu¬ 
siastic and popular member of the Mid 
Kent policing team and there has been an 
immense feeling of loss and great sadness 
about his death, not only in his station, 
Sheemess, but within Kent Police and the 
national policing family.” 

He met his fiancee Ms O’Neill six-and-a- 
half years ago while they were both work¬ 
ing with the FCC. 

She said: “Phill had a very naughty sense 
of humour and was well-known for his 
pranks. One of the biggest parts of his per¬ 
sonality was his ability to make everybody

laugh all the time. He was one of the funni¬ 
est people I have ever met in my life. 

“There was always a point of each and 
every day that he would have me laughing 
so hard that my sides hurt. He was sponta¬ 
neous and he enjoyed bringing a smile to 
people’s faces.” 

The family, including Ms O’Neill’s sons 
Danny and Liam, lived in Hempstead. 

PC Pratt had been a member of the 1st 
Minster Boys’ Brigade since the age of five. 
He later became a warrant officer with the 
brigade along with his father. 

Mr Pratt said: “Phill found working with 
the boys rewarding and he enjoyed passing 
on his knowledge, whether it was in first 
aid or communications, whenever his shifts 
would allow.” 

He had many hobbies including horse 
riding, skiing and cooking. 

When he was 15 he bought a classic 1977 
MGB GT, but never got round to doing it up. 

Mr Pratt now intends to restore the car as 
a tribute to his son. 

The family came together in May for his 
sister Julia’s wedding to her fiance David 
Lewis at Port Lympne Wild Animal Park 
near Hythe. 

She said: “He died protecting others. We 
are all very proud of him.” 

The family added they have been over¬ 
whelmed by the cards, letters and flowers 
they have received and wanted to thank 
people for their kindness. 

Chief Insp Henley added: “This incident 
is of course particularly pertinent to myself 
and my colleagues as it involves the tragic 
loss of one our officers while on duty. 

“It is, however, a fatal road traffic crash 
and therefore, like any other, it is being 
fully investigated by the SCIU. 

“We need the help of the public to piece 
together the events leading up to PC Pratt’s 
death and I would ask anyone with infor¬

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Author keeps 
cool as first 
book predicts 
flu pandemic

A DEBUT novel by an academic 
explores our fears of the unknown 
and has a “creepy” familiarity. 

Cold Earth by Dr Sarah Moss, a senior lec¬ 
turer in English and American literature at 
the University of Kent, tells the story of a 
team of archaeologists who travel to the 
Arctic to find a lost civilisation. But as they 
are adjusting to their surroundings, news 
breaks of a flu pandemic. 

With the world in the grips 
of the first global flu pandemic 
in 41 years, how does the 
author feel about the almost 
prophetic nature of her novel? 

“That is quite creepy,” she said. 

“But there was always a possibil¬ 
ity of a flu pandemic.” 

Dr Moss, 33, who has written 
non-fiction works about the histo¬ 
ry and literature of food and trav¬ 
el, was inspired by a previous dis¬ 
ease outbreak. 

“I was thinking about the book 
during the bird flu scare,” she said. 

“It seemed we were all so frightened on the 
basis of so little, which happens fairly often.” 

The novel is set in Greenland and the six 
archaeologists are aiming to uncover the 
secrets of the lost Viking settlements there. 

Dr Moss, who has been fascinated by the 
Arctic since she was a child, said that even 
now it remains unclear why the Viking 
colonies, which developed into farming com¬ 
munities over hundreds of years, disappeared. 

“There were several thousand people there 
but during the plague no-one visited and 
when they went back the farms were desert¬ 
ed and the animals were running wild. 

“Of course, people have been looking for an 
explanation ever since and when they do it 
reflects their own fears. In the 19th century

they believed the Inuit people 
had killed everybody, which 
was about their fear of the sav¬ 
age. In the early 20th century 
they thought about plague 
because at the time there 
had been the 1918 flu out- 

“It was a probably a mixture of things. I’m 
not an expert on archaeology but there was 
climate change in Greenland at the time and 
it got colder. It could be that their lives, which 
were barely sustainable, became unsustain¬ 
able. There is another theory that some went 
to America, which would have been way 
before Columbus.” 

In the book the archaeologists lose commu¬ 
nication with the world and are stuck among 
the ruins of the Viking villages, unable to dis¬ 
cover the fates of their own families. 

“I tried to imagine what it would be like if 
something happens that feels apocalyptic,” 
she said. “What frightens us? It is not exact¬ 
ly our own deaths and there is no reason to 
be scared of swine flu more than normal flu. 

“There is fear of everything changing.”

Rugby star tries to 
raise support for 
prostate sufferers

FORMER England rugby star 
Andy Ripley led a scrum of fellow 
prostate cancer patients to 
Parliament to help raise aware¬ 
ness of the disease. 

Among those joining the 24-cap hero at the 
House of Commons last week was Kent resi¬ 
dent Kenneth Jeffers, who is working with 
the Prostate Cancer Charity to highlight the 
side effects of hormone replacement therapy. 

Side effects can include lack of libido, 
breast swelling and depression, and both he 
and Ripley are campaigning for patients to 
be given more information and support. 

Mr Jeffers, 64, from Herne near 
Canterbury, has been receiving hormone 
replacement therapy for three years. 

He said: “Having prostate cancer and going 
through hormone therapy is an emotional 
and frightening experience, and it was made 
even worse by the lack of support I received. 

“I felt I wasn’t given enough information to 
understand what was happening to me. The 
most I did get was through asking questions 
and doing my own research, which can some¬ 
times make things even more confusing. 

“Men need to be told what to expect with 
hormone therapy and there needs to be some 
sort of system to help people through. 
Luckily I had the incredible support of my

wife and a good GP to help get me through. 
However, I know many men aren’t as fortu¬ 
nate as I was to have that personal support.” 

According to the Prostate Cancer Charity, 
the majority of men who fall ill with prostate 
cancer are not told about the range of sup¬ 
port services to help them cope with the side 
effects of hormone replacement therapy. 

Its report entitled Hampered by Hor¬ 
mones? - which Dartford MP and health 
committee member Dr Howard Stoate has 
backed in Parliament with an Early Day 
Motion - calls on the Government to imple¬ 
ment changes in the way prostate cancer 
patients are assessed and cared for. 

Head of policy and campaigns Anna Jewell 
said: “Our findings highlight serious short¬ 
comings in how well the information and 
support needs of men like Mr Jeffers are 
understood and are being provided for.”

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French recognise WWII 
vet with highest honour 


84-vear-old 
‘knighted* 
in gratitude 

of liberation

D-DAY veteran George Batts, 
from Maidstone, has received the 
greatest honour France can 
bestow - one first instituted by 
Napoleon Bonaparte. 

The former Royal Engineer was one of 10 
British World War Two heroes who received 
France’s Legion d’honneur for his part in 
liberating Europe from the Nazis. 

The award also recognised his subsequent 
work with veterans’ groups across the UK 
for whom he has campaigned tirelessly and 
to great appreciation from their members. 

He became what is called in France a 
'Chevalier’ - or knight - at a special ceremo¬ 
ny held in the imposing surroundings of Les 
Invalides, Paris, earlier this month. 

The award to Mr Batts, 84, recognised his 
part in the events of 65 years ago when Allied 
troops stormed the beaches of Normandy 
and drove back the occupying Nazi forces. 

The successful assault paved the way for 
the freeing of Europe and the destruction of 
Adolf Hitler’s Third Reich. 

Mr Batts’ memories of the historic events 
remain clear, even though he was just an 18- 
year-old sapper (Royal Engineers equivalent 
to private soldier) when they took place and 
he waded ashore on Gold Beach, the centre 
beach of the five designated landing areas of 
the invasion. 

“I got on a landing ship in Newhaven on 
June 4, but the operation was cancelled due 
to bad weather,” he said. 

“Eventually we set off and after a short 
service we scrambled on nets from our ship 
down into the landing craft. 

“Two men in front of me slipped and that 
was the end of them, sadly. 

“The landing craft went for the shore and 
I think it musty have taken about half an 
hour - but it could have been 10 minutes or 
even 10 hours. 

“When the front of the landing craft went 
down we were off and I jumped into the water. 

“I don’t care what anyone else says, I was 
scared, we all were. No-one knew what we 
were going to find when we got on to the 
beach. I was wading through waist-high 
water and under foot there were depressions 
and holes caused by shells and bombs and it 
was hard work.” 

When Mr Batts reached the shore the fir¬ 
ing from the German defenders was intense. 

He said: “I looked to get out of the firing line 
and I can remember so much haze caused by 
gunfire and broken vehicles everywhere. We 
were on shore three or so hours after the first 
troops and it was really a hell of a mess.” 

As a Royal Engineer, Mr Batts’ job was to

clear mines from the beach and he later 
helped to construct the Mulberry Harbour 
which allowed Allied ships to dock and bring 
ashore vital supplies. 

Parts of it still exists in the water off the 
French town of Arromanches which saw 
commemorative parades on June 6 this year. 

Such is the town’s feeling for the soldiers 
who liberated France it is known as 
‘Britishville’ to all the locals. 

“The Germans planes bombed the harbour, 
but thankfully without success,” George said. 

“We were working on it and I think it’s fair 
to say had better conditions than the 
infantry who went ashore. 

“I’ll never forget the ambulances coming in 
with the wounded to be shipped home. I 
thought, 'There, but for the grace of God go I’. 

Atomic bomb 

“On a lighter note we also supervised the 
embarkation of German prisoners bound for 
PoW camps. We all said why are they getting 
to England and not us?” 

After his work in Normandy, Mr Batts head¬ 
ed north to the Belgian towns of Antwerp and 
Ghent arriving as the Germans surrendered. 

His unit was then sent to the Far East to 
continue the war against the Japanese, but 
the two US atomic bomb attacks on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki forced the 
Japanese to surrender. 

“Instead of fighting - and it would have 
resulted in thousands and thousands of dead - 


we ended up picking up prisoners from intern¬ 
ment camps,” Mr Batts, who has worked for 
veterans’ groups for many years, said. 

“People can say what they like about drop¬ 
ping the atomic bombs - but they saved an 
awful lot of Allied lives.” 

He only received notification that he was 
to get the award just a few days before the 
ceremony which took place on June 6. 

“It was great honour and bought a lump to 
my throat,” he said. “It was a wonderful occa¬ 
sion and the French looked after us so much 
we didn’t even have to carry our own bags.” 

The award was made by French Minister 
of State for Defence and Veterans, Jean- 
Marie Bockel. 

Speaking after the event Peter Hodge, 
Honorary General Secretary of the Normandy 
Veterans Association, said: “We are extreme¬ 
ly delighted the French authorities have 
honoured these brave men and women. 

“Sixty-five years ago, they risked their 
lives in one of the biggest military opera¬ 
tions ever undertaken. Since then, they have 
all worked tirelessly with the Normandy 
Veterans Association to ensure that the 
events of June 6,1944, are never forgotten.” 

Veterans minister Kevan Jones added: 
“We owe a huge debt of gratitude to the men 
and women of the Armed Forces who, 65 
years ago, risked their lives for freedom. 

“I am immensely proud that these British 
veterans are being decorated with such an 
honour, in recognition of their great courage.”

Barge project to keep 
shipwright skills alive 


THE traditional skills of ship¬ 
wrights have been given a boost by 
the introduction of a new appren¬ 
ticeship run from a quayside. 

One of the projects that will ben¬ 
efit from a young trainee is the 
£1.4 million restoration of the 
Cambria, which is famed as the 
last vessel to carry a commercial 
cargo under sail alone up the 
River Thames. 

Work to repair and restore his¬ 
torically important wooden ships 
and vessels is carried out by spe¬ 
cially trained carpenters called 
shipwrights. But their numbers 
are dwindling. 

William Collard, project manager 
at the Cambria Trust, the charity 
that owns the barge, which was built 
in Greenhithe in 1906, and is respon¬ 
sible for preserving it, said: “It is dif¬ 
ficult to find people with the neces¬ 
sary knowledge and qualification.” 

The rebuild of the Cambria is 
being carried out at Standard 
Quay in Faversham. 

Specialist skills needed to pre¬ 


serve wooden boats are being 
passed on through the new two- 
year shipwright training scheme 
run by the National Sea Training 
Centre, which is part of North 
West Kent College, and the 
Cambria Trust. 

It is being restored using 
English oak from sustainable 
sources. 

The barge supplied Kentish pro¬ 
duce to London, sailing up and 
down the Thames until the 1960s 
and delivering her last load in 1970. 

Restoration work, paid for main¬ 
ly by the Heritage Lottery Fund 
with support from Swale District 
Council, began in 2007 and is 
expected to be finished by 2011. 

Mr Collard said the barge was 
falling apart when it was brought 
back to Kent from St Katherine 
Docks in London. 

After the restoration is finished, 
the Cambria will start a new life 
as a mobile classroom sailing 
around the Kent and Essex coast 
visiting schools.

Artists get 

Painters beat off thousands of 

entrants to have work put on 
dis p la y at the massive Roy al 
Academy Summer Exhibition

EIGHTEEN artists from 
Kent are among the chosen 
few from around the UK to 
have their work on show at 
the highly prestigious Royal 
Academy’s annual Summer 
Exhibition in London. 

It is the world’s largest open sub¬ 
mission contemporary show, with a 
241-year tradition of showcasing 
work by unknown and established 
artists, side by side. 

Some 10,000 pieces were forwarded 
for inclusion and a healthy 18 Kent 
artists saw their dreams come true. 

The Academy said works selected 
for display encompass a wide range of 
artistic disciplines including painting, 
printmaking, photography, sculpture 
and architecture. 

Controversial Margate-born artist 
Tracey Emin has submitted two art¬ 
works this year, the RA said. 

One is called Space Monkey in 
Polymer gravure, which is a special 
type of photography. It is a limited edi¬ 
tion of 300 prints which are being sold 
for £225 each. 

She also submitted an oil called T7, 
I want it back, that feeling again’ 
which is being sold for £90,000. 

Amazed 

Simon Turvey, from Orpington, was 
moved by the collapse of Woolworths. 
He said: “I’ve tried many times over 
the years to get a painting in to the 
RA Summer Exhibition and often 
have had my work rejected by the 
selection committee. 

“Thousands of artworks are sub¬ 
mitted each year and only a few hun¬ 
dred are accepted. If you are not a 
Royal Academician, the odds are 
stacked heavily against having work 
exhibited. 

“So I was amazed to have my paint¬ 
ing Woolworths accepted for this 
year’s show. The picture is of an 
empty shop-front, very much a sign 
of the times and of a changing world. 
Apparently, several other artists had 
a similar idea, but only mine was 
accepted.” 

Professional artist Adrienne Blake, 
67, from Tunbridge Wells, said: “The 
theme of this years RA open is 
Making Space. 

“I have two paintings hanging - one 
is called Clearing Grannies Attic and 
the other is Converting. 

“I studied graphics and fashion at 
Bristol. I have taught, worked in 


graphics and helped set up and run a 
gallery.” 

Ian Duncan Baker from Folkestone, 
produced an abstract of a broken cart. 

He said: “After many years of illus¬ 
tration in a representational style, in 
2000 the opportunity arose to redis¬ 
cover painting, with a conscious inten¬ 
tion towards abstraction. 

“It was all originally based on canal 
barges and boats from photographs I 
made in east London and Amsterdam, 
having lived in both areas. 

“I started with bold figurative 
shapes, and later became more inter¬ 
ested in detail, such as texture and 
rust, now it’s often impossible to spot 
the source. 

“Although I’ve not abandoned figu¬ 
rative painting, I now look at things 
from a different perspective. The cart 
in the painting was spotted on a cycle 
back from Fowlmead, near Deal, in a 
field, two years ago. 

“This year I saw how to use the 
photo reference in a painting. Two dif¬ 
ferent ones were made but only one 
painting was accepted by the RA. 

“This is my first time of acceptance 
after entering about five times.” 

Sevenoaks painter, Louise Balaam, 
is a keen artist of atmospheric land¬ 
scapes and abstract paintings. Her 
entry piece for the exhibition is called 


Oldbury 1 and is based on a hill fort 
near her home. 

She said: “It’s great to be part of 
such a long-standing tradition, and to 
be following in the footsteps of Turner 
and Constable, both huge heroes of 
mine. 

“My paintings are abstract land¬ 
scapes, mostly in oils. I’m excited by 
the light and mood of the landscape 
and try to capture my responses to the 
natural world. 

“There are many places in Kent and 
Sussex where I love to paint - the 
painting in the Royal Academy this 
year is based on Oldbury Fort, an 
iron-age site near Sevenoaks.” 

Ashford artist, Emily Smith 
Polyblank, has lived in the town for 13 
years after growing up in Canterbury. 

Both her parents were artists and 
her earliest memories are of going out 
to sketch local surroundings. 

Her submission, Long Dog features 
a woodcut of the animal, a theme 
which crops up regularly in her work. 

“As an artist I have great passion for 
light and colour,” she said. 

“In woodcuts you never know how it 
will turn out as it tends to take its 
own form. 

“There is great enjoyment in the 
surprise you get when you put ink on 
it and see what happens.”

Heroin haul lands 
HGV driver in jail 

A LORRY driver has been sentenced to 11 
years in prison after smuggling heroin worth 
more than £640,000 into Dover. 

Customs stopped Thomas Findlay, 52, from 
Ayrshire, in the freight controls at Dover 
Eastern Docks on February 6, 2007. 

He had arrived in his lorry by ferry from 
Calais and was arrested after the drugs were 
found under boxes of salami. 

The heroin was in unmarked boxes sealed 
with tape. 

Findlay was charged with smuggling 12 
kilos of heroin and found guilty at Canterbury 
Crown Court. 

Malcolm Bragg, HMRC Assistant Director 
Criminal Investigation, said: “The success of 
this operation highlights our proactive role in 
reducing the availability of drugs in the UK. 

“Heroin has a devastating impact on individu¬ 
als as well as the wider effect on communities. 

“We will continue to take stringent action 
and work with our prosecutors to bring indi¬ 
viduals before the courts.” 

Hospital hits heart 
attack drug targets 

A HOSPITAL has exceeded national target for 
treating patients suffering heart attacks, 
according to a new report. 

Medway Maritime Hospital treated 87.5 per 
cent of patients with life-saving anti-clotting 
drugs known thrombolysis within the target 
time of 30 minutes. 

The report, which was published on 
Wednesday, by the Royal College of 
Physicians, looked at whether NHS hospitals 
were meeting the Government target of treat¬ 
ing 75 per cent of patients within 30 minutes. 

National targets also state that thromboly¬ 
sis must be given within 60 minutes of the 
emergency services being called, but Medway 
treats 81.4 per cent of heart attack victims 
within the time scale.

KENT has caught the film-making bug after 
one movie earned the county half a million 
pounds, writes Chris Murphy. 

Now Kent County Council is keen to cash in and has launched 
a fund to promote the county to moviemakers. The authority 
said its pioneering new fund for film and TV production was cre¬ 
ated after Kent-made feature film The Calling, starring Brenda 
Blethyn, generated more than £500,000 for the county’s econo¬ 
my 

It also received recognition at the Edinburgh International 
Film Festival. County Hall says it is the first local authority to 
pour cash into an account just for film and TV production. It is 
called the Kent Development Fund and it will provide £200,000 
a year. 

This will be spent supporting productions by funding script 
development and investing in both Kent- 
based and external production companies 
which want to film in the county. It will also 
be used to attract additional funding from 
Europe, regional development agencies and 
private investors, with the aim of increasing 
spending into the Kent economy and promot¬ 
ing the county as a prime location. 

The Calling was created as a pilot project 
between production company Maeve (Medb) 

Films, based in Ramsgate, and KCC’s Kent 
Film Office. 

Its success has taken most by surprise. It 
was filmed at Salmestone Grange, a former 
Benedictine monastery, in Margate, and other 
locations in Thanet. KCC provided £75,000 
and worked to secure match funding. 

This initial investment attracted others to 
the project including Screen South, Courtyard 
Studios, Maidstone Studios and the Hop 
Farm, which resulted in more than £500,000

being pumped into the Kent economy 
before The Calling was even screened. 

The investment also secured jobs for eight 
trainees on the production. Set in modern- 
day Kent, it follows the story of a girl who 
wants to be a nun, played by newcomer 
Emily Beecham. Ms Blethyn, chair of Kent 
Film and Television Board, said: “This film’s 
success puts Kent’s creative talent on an 


international stage and as 
a Kent resident I’m proud 
to have been involved with 
it. 

“The success of this pilot 
project shows what 
tremendous results a rela¬ 
tively small amount of 
funding can have.” 

The council said it shows 
that directly supporting 
film production in the 
county could bring signify NEWCOMER: 
cant economic benefits, Emily Beecham 
including the creation of 
training and job opportunities in one of the 
growth industries in the UK. At the 
Edinburgh International Film Festival, the 
film was nominated for the prestigious 
Michael Powell Award - named after the 
renowned director who was born in 
Bekesboume, near Canterbury - for Best 
British New Feature. 

The cast included Ramsgate-bom and Bafta 
award-winning actress Ms Blethyn, Golden 
Globe winners Rita Tushingham and Amanda 
Donohoe, and Oscar-nominated Susannah

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A PRISON sentence is often not the end of a crook’s problems if the 
Kent Criminal Justice Board tries to recover any ill-gotten gains, 
writes Chris Murphy. 


In the last 12 months, villains have been 
ordered to hand over almost £4 million in 
cash made from their crimes. 

One 40-year-old Faversham man was 
ordered to cough up £21,000 in addition to 
a six-month prison sentence for supplying 
drugs. 

And a 39-year-old man from Erith was 
ordered to pay £483,000 and sentenced to 
10 years for possession with intent to sup¬ 
ply Class A drugs. 

The orders can be made in courts under 
the Proceeds of Crime Act. 

Agencies in the criminal justice system 
can confiscate assets from anyone convict¬ 
ed of a criminal offence who has benefited 
from crime. 

The law was introduced after a public 
outcry when it was revealed crooks were 
making illegal fortunes, serving prison sen¬ 
tences, and then coming out to reap the 
benefits of that money. 

Recently three criminals were ordered to 
pay more than £500,000, which will be 
returned to their victims. 

The crooks targeted elderly and vulnera¬ 
ble people who were often pressured or 
frightened into accepting offers of repair 
work. 

Many fearful homeowners paid up sim¬ 
ply to get rid of the gang. 

As a result of the order, the three will lose 
their large houses, all the funds in their 
bank accounts and their cars. 

Roger Coe-Salazar is chief prosecutor for 
the Crown Prosecution Service (CPS) in 
the county and a member of the Kent 
Criminal Justice Board. 

He said: “It is wrong and offensive to 
honest, hard-working people that crooks 
should be able to gain financially and fund 
luxurious lifestyles through criminal 
activity. We have worked hard on develop-

ing a multi-agency response to strip crim¬ 
inals of their assets and as a consequence 
almost £4m can now be reinvested in pub¬ 
lic services. 

“The board is determined to continue its 
work to further improve this confiscation 
figure and hit the criminals where it hurts 
them most - in the pocket.” 

The CPS works alongside police financial 
investigators to build a case file and apply 
to the crown court for a confiscation order. 

Recouped money is passed to the 
Treasury that then in turn pays a percent¬ 
age to the courts service, the CPS and the 
police.

showing that with backpackers 
staying in locally owned hotels 
money is staying in the local 
economy.”

South East Asia, because they eat 
in local restaurants, use public 
transport and stay in locally-run 
accommodation. 

Conventional tourists often say 
in foreign-owned hotels where they 
consume imported food and drink. 

The annual conference will bring 
together government officials, 
tourism chiefs, business leaders 
and academics from around the 
world. 

Issues that are vital to tourism 
such as the impact of climate change, conser¬ 
vation, environmental protection and preser¬ 
vation of ethnic communities will be 
addressed. 

Dr Hampton has carried out a major 
research project, which was funded by the 
Malaysian government, to assess the impor¬ 
tance of backpackers to the tourism industry 
in the Asia Pacific region.

“At the same time, it’s important to consid¬ 
er whether backpack tourism can be truly 
responsible in developing countries, and 
whether, if backpackers arrive en masse, the 
social and cultural impacts might start to 
become negative for local host communities.” 

The image of backpacker tourism is now 
changing and is no longer the preserve of gap 
year students, he said.

RACHEL MCATHY finds out more about the happy lives of egg-laying chickens 

Egg-stremely good fun 
on the free-range farm 


CAMPAIGNS for free-range egg production have 
swept across the nation, endorsed by celebrity chefs 
and supported by some of the country's biggest 
stores. 

Now rearing your own chickens, for the freshest eggs around, 
has become one of the country's fastest growing hobbies, which 
is good news for one farmer. 

Doug Wanstall runs Bank Farm in Aldington, near Ashford, and 
it is from here that he pioneered a local food distribution hub that 
now supplies Kent produce across the county 
and London. 

But much of his success is down to the work of an army of 
30,000 free-range chickens. 

With access to 100 acres of land, they live a carefree life - pop¬ 
ping out around 178,500 eggs a week. 

But it is the nation's love of our feathered friends which has 
boosted business the most. 

"People seem to be more emotionally attached to their chick¬ 
ens than anything else, which is nice for us," he said. "It is guite 
bizarre." 

Collecting the eggs follows an almost military procedure. The 
eggs are laid into nesting boxes and then roll down onto a con¬ 
veyor belt before being examined, graded and boxed ready for 
sale. But the trickiest job is getting every bird back to the roost 
at night. 

"They get let out at 7am and we take it in turns to bring them 
in again at dusk," he said. "It is my turn at the moment to round 
them up, and it is not easy. It is often 10pm before the little dar¬ 
lings are ready to go to bed." 

Programmes by celebrity chefs such as Hugh Fearnley- 
Whittingstall, who spearheaded a free-range chicken campaign, 
helped boost interest in Mr Wanstall's business. It also led to the 
BBC using Mr Wanstall for its egg needs. 

Chickens that are free to roam get a much more varied and 
nutritious diet, whereas yolks from caged hens are often injected 
with artificial colours to give them the glow only grass can nat¬ 
urally give. 

Despite more and more people rearing their own 'back yard' 
chickens, Mr Wanstall said business is good. 

In fact, to keep up with demand, he has started 
supplying people with the chickens and the know-how to 'lay 
their own'. 

"As long as they have a suitable amount of land, anyone can 
have chickens," he said. "There is nothing like getting eggs fresh 
every morning, you can't beat it. 

"Although you have to be prepared for their fairly destructive 
nature when it comes to grass." 



Even the reject eggs do not go unused and are 
donated to Port Lympne Wild Animal Park, in return 
for hefty amounts of elephant dung for use as fertilizer. 

Mr Wanstall's great grandfather bought the farm in 1918, 
which has passed down through the generations. 

His father still works on the farm, as well as his uncle - it is 
truly a family business. 

Since he took over, Mr Wanstall's dreams of getting local pro¬ 
duce more readily available have become a reality. He now sup¬ 
plies hospitals, schools, hotels, food stores and restaurants in 
Kent and London. He also buys products from local farmers and 
sell them on to a wide range of customers interested in local food. 

Despite economic struggles earlier in the year, which ended his 
supplies to Asda stores in Kent, he still provides the supermarket 
with 20,000 eggs a month.

Judges’ decision 
harsh on family 

ANY parent can understand the pain and 
anger vented by Rachel Cheesewright’s fami¬ 
ly over the ruling at the Court of Appeal this 
week. 

The judges overturned a ruling at 
Canterbury Crown Court that the police were 
100 per cent to blame for the tragic death of 
the 29-year-old mother. 

It is entirely understandable that Miss 
Cheesewright’s father has now vowed to 
keep fighting after the appeal judges found 
that his daughter was 60 per cent responsible 
for the accident that killed her. 

While there has to be some grey area and 
the officer, Police Constable William Purse, 
who was driving at the time of the accident, 
cannot be 100 per cent to blame, it seems par¬ 
ticularly harsh for the family to be told that 
their daughter was 60 per cent negligent. 

It is quite a switch, especially when it is 
based only on an assertion that Miss 
Cheesewright had not looked right twice as 
she pulled out of the junction. 

PC Purse was hurtling along the road at 
90mph and ploughed into her Ford Fiesta 
splitting the car in two and killing her 
instantly. 

It is no wonder that her family now wants 
to take the case to the House of Lords as 
more blame has now been levelled at Miss 
Cheesewright than at the police. 

What there can be no doubt about in this 
case is the tragic loss of life and a daughter 
cruelly left without her mother. 

Whoever was more to blame, lessons must 
be learnt by the police from this accident.

The protesta¬ 
tions of Kent’s Tories against the 
drive to build houses were a 
sham. They conned you. 

All they really object to is 
affordable property, the sort of 
houses your children might be 
able to afford.

Housing need still growing 


KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter is quoted as 
stating: “I very much question whether we 
need an extra 7,000 homes in Kent each 
year” (Kent on Sunday, last week). 

That was said in the face of inexorable 
growth in council housing waiting 
lists and thousands of homeless house¬ 
holds listed as being in temporary 
accommodation. 

The South East Plan - which is now the 
basic planning document for the district 
councils and KCC after years of compila¬ 
tion leading to adoption - is quite clear 
when it states long-term pressure on hous¬ 
ing supply and affordability will remain 
even after access to credit returns. 

The argument as to numbers of homes 
needed ended with the approval of that 


plan; now the county council has a duty to 
assist in its implementation. The failure of 
the building industry this year to even get 
half way to the basic national annual tar¬ 
get exacerbates the profound shortage of 
new homes. 

The growth of unemployment is a 
reminder to builders such as Paul Carter, 
in his role as a councillor, that there are 
other social reasons why KCC should put 
all it can into encouraging private sector 
housing entrepreneurs, district councils 
and housing associations to take a good 
look at the difficulties the unmet need for 
homes is causing, particularly to young 
families, and do all they can to implement 
the South East Plan.

Cllr Les Wicks, the Tory in charge of 
schools, said no change was not an option and 
therefore he had to close St Peter’s, St John’s 
St Nicholas, All Faiths and Ridge Meadow 
schools. 

He also said the council would lose £11 mil¬ 
lion from the Government for investing in 
primary education if Medway did not close 
the schools. Cllr Wicks then said the consul¬ 
tation was “real” and that he and his col¬ 
leagues had not made up their minds. 

Yet how can the consultation be anything 
other than a sham if Cllr Wicks is convinced 
he has to close the schools because the 
Government is making him do so? 


Cllr Wicks and Medway’s Tories can’t have 
it both ways. Either the Tories are serious 
about consultation and listening to the com¬ 
munity or they are not. And the Tories either 
believe they have to close the schools or they 
don’t. If they really don’t believe in closing 
the schools, why don’t they support the 
schools’ campaigns and challenge the alleged 
Government instructions? 

The truth is government guidelines make it 
clear Medway should not be closing any of 
the schools under threat because they have 
good standards and offer parental choice 
because they are small. And the Government 
has also written to Medway to confirm that 
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the council has discretion over what to do 
with the money and it has total control of 
what is purely a local decision. 

Cllr Wicks and his friends are pretending 
it’s the Government’s fault, when everyone 
can see the local Tories are to blame. So far, 
12,500 people have signed petitions and thou¬ 
sands are signed up to Facebook groups in 
support of the schools. 

Thousands more are going to write to Cllr 
Wicks and his Tory friends asking them to re¬ 
consider. The reason the Conservatives don’t 
support the schools is because they want to 
close them and spend the money saved in 
Tory heartland areas on pet projects. 

People need to make clear to this morally 
bankrupt council that any attempt to close 
good schools will cost the Tories seats at the 
next election. Otherwise it could be their 
school - or other services they rely on - next.

Keep your pets cool 

Now that summer is here, we should all 
remember that animals suffer and die in 
hot weather. 

Already Animal Aid has had to call the 
police to smash the window on a car and 
release a dog sweltering inside. 

Other animals suffer, too. Rabbits must 
not be left in a hutch in the glaring sun or 
inside a sweltering garage or shed. 

They need a cool, shady place where the 
air circulates, and to be able to move freely. 


In summer, their water should be refreshed 
twice a day. 

A hot rabbit can be kept cool by applying 
cold water gently to its ears. Should your 
rabbit become listless, or start breathing 
hard through an open mouth or go limp, 
take it to a vet immediately. Rabbits must 
also be checked daily throughout summer 
months for signs of flystrike. 

Smaller animals, such as hamsters, rats 
and gerbils, can be kept cool by opening win¬ 
dows and closing curtains, using a fan (but 
not pointing it directly at them), refreshing 
water and providing a frozen water bottle, 
wrapped in a towel so that it cannot be 
chewed.

AERODYNAMIC tweaks on Ford’s 
latest ECOnetic range can lead to 
a reality check. 

Unlike some rivals, the UK market leader 
has avoided emasculating the powertrains of 
these greener versions of best-selling models; 
allied with the more slippery bodywork you 
soon find the cars barrelling along nicely until 
the low rolling resistance harder-compound 
tyres shriek their protest on comers. 

Quite right though. These cars are all about 
economy and the environment; we need to 
leam new habits and the ECOnetic series is a 
fairly painless way to leam them. 

So far, ‘eco’ versions of popular models have 
been a mixed bag. 

Some amount to the motoring equivalent of 
joining a monasteiy, with spaced-out gear ratios 
to wring out the most economical and glacier¬ 
like acceleration, plus tyres that are motoring’s 
equivalent of sandals - light on the feet, but like¬ 
ly to trip you if you hurry. 

Ford’s approach though is more pragmatic, 
easy to take and neatly parcelled up and mar¬ 
keted under the ECOnetic sub-branding. 

I’ve tried ECOnetic versions of the three key 
Ford models: the newly-launched Fiesta 
supermini, the Focus family hatch - the peren- 
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nial UK number one seller - and the resurgent 
Mondeo family model. 

The Fiesta is the most impressive; since 
launch late last year the overall range has 
become Ford’s best-seller, helped by a stunning 
design and overall package as well the drive 
for cheaper motoring. 

We wait to see whether this demotes the 
Focus to number two permanently, but it comes 
as no surprise the Fiesta hair shirt’ (from 
£13,795) version toes the line for the range; it 


feels upmarket to be in and drives well. 

The Fiesta body is already slippery and the 
ECOnetic’s aerodynamic tweaks - lowered 
sports suspension, rear spoiler, deflectors and 
wheel covers - make it feel like the car will 
run and run once it has reasonable momen¬ 
tum from the 1.6TDCi 90PS (89bhp) diesel. 

While the engine feels lively, 98g/km of C02 
emissions exempt it from road tax and it 
should average well over 70mpg, if you don’t 
try to find the devil in this saintly Fiesta and 
make those tyres squeal. 

A less dramatic reminder to mend your 
motoring ways can be found on any Ford 
ECOnetic dashboard - an indicator highlight¬ 
ing the optimum gear change point for best 
economy. 

Apart from vocal yet fuel-saving tyres there 
is little else that offends with ECOnetics apart 
from a higher price than their standard 
equivalents - the Focus version starts at a 
whopping £18,145 and the Mondeo equivalent 
from £20,295, though Ford list prices are 
always optimistic. 

Ford admits it could have screwed down 
tighter on ECOnetic emissions and economy, 
but few people or companies would then both¬ 
er to buy - it seems ‘greening’ our motoring 
will be in steps rather than a giant leap.

Red-blooded ‘Z-Car’ 
bucks greener trend 


LIKE most manufacturers, Nissan is polishing green 
credentials at present. 

It launches a greener diesel next year and aims to 
be a leader in electric vehicles. 

So where does that leave its latest ‘Z’ sports car, 
arriving in July with an efficient, but no doubt 
thirsty, 328bhp 3.7-litre engine? 

For those who can afford to run it and justify it 
though, the new Nissan 370Z is something of a steal 
priced from £26,895. 

While the looks are clearly derived from its brutish 
350Z predecessor, the new car is classier and engi¬ 
neers have done away with the ugly bracing strut 
across the rear of the cabin. 

The car comes laden with kit even in entry grade 
and the mix of rear-wheel drive plus throaty engine 
does not disgrace the ‘Z’ lineage. 

But will it be the last of its type? 



Eco Lexus 4x4 grows greener 


LEXUS has axed the RX400h SUV (sports 
utility vehicle) hybrid just as its market 
potential was being fully realised. 

The reason? It has an even better one 
arriving in July. 

The new KX 450h (from £41,600) has 10 
per cent more power and nearly 30 per 
cent better fuel economy. 

The ‘Lexus Hybrid Drive’ mostly swaps 
between the 3.5-litre V6 petrol and twin 
electric motors to offer the best fuel con¬ 
sumption, but both powertrains can link 
to deliver V8 performance if needed, 


helped by the fact that electric units pro¬ 
vide instant torque. 

Total output is 295bhp with a 0-62mph 
in 7.8 seconds, yet the car averages 
around 45mpg - making it the most fuel 
efficient SUV on sale - while C02 emissions 
of 148g/km mean just £125 in road tax - 
matching a 1.6-litre petrol family hatchback. 

This highlights far bigger savings for 
company car user choosers who will pay at 
least half as much BiK (Benefit in Kind) 
and other tax on the Lexus as they would 
on most upmarket rivals. 



XJ era ended - 


JAGUAR is expected to both 
end an era yet carry it for¬ 
ward on Thursday, July 9. 

The British marque will 
then unveil its all-new XJ 
flagship and though we have 
only had the sneak preview 
pictured here, the styling is 
expected to be an even bigger 
break with tradition than 
last year’s S-Type replace¬ 
ment, the stunning XF. 

This will be a decisive vic¬ 
tory for those who long 


sought to modernise the 
brand’s icon after a hard- 
fought rearguard action by 
traditionalists; while Jaguar 
stylists heeded these lobby¬ 
ists, the likes of Mercedes- 
Benz, BMW, Audi and even 
Maserati have taken market 
share from the British sport¬ 
ing saloon.

Chevy’s climbing sales 
reach Cruze-ing height 


CHEVROLET is bucking downward 
trends in the UK motor market 
and parent group General Motors. 

Through a combination of good fortune in 
the form of the Government-backed car scrap¬ 
ping incentive and traditional Chevy virtues of 
keen prices and lots of kit, the American brand 
selling Korean cars raised sales in May by 
nearly a quarter against May, 2008. 

This was achieved against a backdrop show¬ 
ing an overall UK car market fall of nearly 28 
per cent and mighty General Motors’ battle to 
re-structure in the face of mounting losses. 

Chevrolet UK managing director Mark 
Terry has cause to be upbeat. 

“To buck the overall trend of the new car 
market at all is an achievement - to do it at 
this level is unprecedented,” he said. 

Not that there will have been much profit in 
the scrappage surge for Chevrolet; the £2,000 
cash-back scheme knocks the brand’s Matiz 
city car entry price down to just £4,295, but 
the brand subsidises half the windfall and 
probably ends up selling the car at a hefty loss. 

The scheme can also help chip as much as 
£6,365 off Chevrolet’s five/seven-seat Captiva 
SUV, but Chevy’s long-term success in the UK 
- recession or no - must be founded upon more 
flair than the current range has to offer. 

Cue the new Cruze arriving next week. With 
prices from £11,545, this Ford Focus class 
saloon follows the Chevrolet pattern of looking 
like a lot of car for the money, but it is the 
styling and predicted composure that should 
help the brand kick on to next market level. 

Rather than using ageing technology begged 
and borrowed from across the GM empire, this 
newcomer is based upon the all-new 
Vauxhall/Opel Astra arriving later this year - 
tipped to pressure the excellent VW Golf in the 
handling department. 


This up-to-the-minute donor chassis for the 
Cruze is also clothed with a rakish body, which 
should match today’s Chevrolet with the 
sharper image we Brits have of a brand often 
mentioned in American culture. 

The Cruze lines will also herald a new 
generation of Chevrolets, though the two-part 
corporate grille had already made its debut on 
the Aveo hatchback. 

Perhaps to avoid clashing with the Astra, 


the Cruze will be offered initially only as a 
four-door saloon - there is no talk of a hatch¬ 
back, but an estate might replace the station 
wagon in the Lacetti line-up that is making 
way for the Cruze. 

Concentrating on a saloon is a gamble 
though, which could curb Chevrolet’s recent 
growth; UK buyers prefer small hatchbacks to 
equivalent saloons and when they do want a 
boot they shop for one wearing an upmarket 


German badge. The Cruze is offered with four 
engines - 112bhp 1.6 and 139bhp 1.8-litre 
petrol units and 124bhp or 148bhp 2.0-litre 
diesels. 

Standard kit includes remote central locking, 
Tollow-me-home’ lighting - normally reserved 
for premium cars - electric front windows, 
fully-adjustable driver’s seat and steering 
wheel, six airbags and electronic stability con¬ 
trol, but air con adds £450 to the entry price.

Citroen C4 Grand Picasso 


COINCIDENTALLY, we drove this 
week’s test car just as it earned an 
important accolade. 

The Citroen C4 Grand Picasso was rated 
‘best in class’ MPV in the influential What 
Car? Magazine/JD Power customer satisfac¬ 
tion survey. 

And while I would love to be Mr Awkward, I 
found myself agreeing and realising how 
much the French marque’s founder Andre 
Citroen would have been pleased by it. 

For, in the great tradition of the man himself, 
the Picasso is a triumph of unconventionality, 
with dramatic styling for an MPV and lots of 
interior trickery to make it one of the most ver¬ 
satile people carriers on the market. 

The cabin seems huge - specify the £610 full- 
length panoramic roof and the feeling is multi¬ 
plied - and there is plenty of stowage, with 
huge lidded bins either side of the dashboard. 

Comfortable seats complement the ride 
quality and refinement and the three in the 
middle row can be adjusted and slid 
forwards and aft quickly and separately while

the floor is flat across the whole width. 

They also flip and slide easily to allow access 
to the rearmost pair, though making use of 
these - as with all but the most gargantuan 
seven-seaters - leaves minimal boot space so 
the Grand Picasso is best suited to a family of 
five who need that third row occasionally. 

The dashboard mixes flair and sound 
arrangement and, as usual, I was struck by 
the practicality of Citroen’s now familiar yet 


unusual fixed-hub steering wheel, pioneered 
on the C4 hatchback. 

The founder would no doubt approve and the 
feature is a particular virtue on the Grand 
Picasso I was persuaded to drive by the 
Maidstone branch of Wilmoths Citroen, which 
featured the brand’s EGS semi-auto gearbox 
mated with a 1.6-litre petrol engine. 

Now, I would be the first to suggest that you 
buy an MPV with a diesel engine for economy 


and low-down grunt, to cope with the likeli¬ 
hood of heavy loads and Citroen offers some of 
the best diesels in the business. 

However, you need to cover more miles to 
recover slightly higher upfront costs and the 
fuel itself is dearer at the pumps, while heavier 
engines can change the dynamics of the car. 

In the case of the Picasso, there is not much 
choice on the diesel automatic front either, so 
the lively 150bhp petrol engine (0-62mph in

“The proof of the pudding is that most people 
who try the EGS gearbox end up buying one, 
and we have had just one complaint - from 
someone who bought from another dealer that 
obviously hadn’t explained and demonstrated 
the system properly.” 

Amazingly, the EGS can memorise up to four 
different drivers of the car; once it has your 


‘number’ it recognises who has slipped behind 
the wheel and adopts the correct mode. 

Even better, the EGS is claimed to deliver 
greater economy than a conventional manual 
as well as low emissions to make this petrol 
auto a reasonably ‘green’ option. 

Our mid-range VTR+ model is priced at 
£19,855, but Wilmoths currently has a £1,500 
discount promotion on Grand Picassos and 
zero per cent finance.

WE MAY have seen the worst of 
the current recession - according to 
experts and businessmen in Kent. 

Nine months into the stagnation that has 
seen hundreds of thousands of people nation¬ 
wide become unemployed, dozens of business¬ 
es fold and massive amounts of savings lost - 
it seems as if there could be light at the end of 
a dark economic tunnel. 

Kent university doctor of economics Miguel 
Leon-Ledesma revealed that average forecasts 
indicate there could be some sort of improve¬ 
ment in under a year’s time. 

But he warned against relying on predic¬ 
tions and added that more pain was to come. 

“We are in the middle of a very deep reces¬ 
sion,” he said. “This is deeper than the last one 
in the early 90s because of the accompanying 
financial crisis. 

“The decline in output is similar to the late 
70s when Margaret Thatcher was coming into 
power. We can expect to see a lot more unem¬ 
ployment, even when the recession ends, 
because this is usually typical of a recession. 

“Trying to predict when it will start to ease 
off is a bit like saying where lightning will next 
strike in a huge storm. Many forecasts seem to 
be saying between the last quarter of this year 
and the first quarter of 2010.” 

He revealed that the Gross Domestic 
Product (GDP) - the economic output in 
Britain - had fallen by 4.1 per cent over the 
last year and that the recession had been com¬ 


pounded by the banking crisis which had seen 
many savers lose millions. 

Simon Webster, managing director of Facts 
and Figures Financial Planners Ltd in Wye, 
said people and businesses in Kent had been 
hit hard in three ways. 

He thinks, firstly, that savers, especially eld¬ 
erly people who had put away money for a 
rainy day and hoped to live comfortably on the 
interest had been hit hardest. 

He said: “The Government has moved 


extremely quickly to lower interest rates and 
help those in debt. It seems as if stupid people 
who have got themselves into debt, myself 
included, have been helped. 

“But those who have been careful their 
whole lives have suffered because the banking 
crisis has meant saving is no longer a sure way 
to make money in the long run. 

“Those over 65 relying on savings have been 
hit hardest. By and large, they are the single 
biggest losers in Kent because of the recession.” 


The high number of Kent people working in 
doomed financial institutions has been the 
next biggest casualty of the recession, accord¬ 
ing to Mr Webster. 

He said: “Huge amounts of people in financial 
services have lost their jobs and they make up 
a large section of the population in Kent. 

“And of course, getting back into work is dou¬ 
bly hard because so many have been let go and 
aren’t replaced. There are fewer vacancies in the 
South East - it’s a difficult time to find work.” 

A booklet published by the Government this 
year, Real Help for the South East, sets out 
the problems faced by ordinary people and 
businesses in the region. 

Under a chapter called The Crisis, it reads: 
“Banks in towns and cities are not working as 
they used to. Local businesses are not able to 
get loans and finance and mortgages that 
were advertised all over our high streets only 
months ago are now much harder to find.” 

Dr Leon-Ledesma said recessions usually 
happen every six or seven years, but that the 
latest had come after an extraordinarily long 
15 years. 

He said: “Governments usually respond to 
recessions by adopting expansionary macro- 
economic policies, such as increasing money 
supply, increasing government spending and 
decreasing taxation. 

“What happens in the coming months 
depends on Government policy. They are polic¬ 
ing interest rates at an historical low so there’s 
little it can do in terms of fiscal policy. It 
appears they have done all they can. 

“Perhaps the key to ending the recession will 
be in raising consumer confidence and busi¬ 
ness confidence.”

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What price justice? 

Legal eaale warns cheaper ‘one-stop-shop s’ 
lack quality of traditional high street law firms

THE head of a Bromley-based 
solicitors has come out fighting in 
the battle against new cheap 
‘supercentre’ law firms, which he 
claims will not match the quality of 
high street companies. 

New reforms under the Legal Services Act 
2007 will enable big companies like supermar¬ 
kets and motoring organisations to own law 
firms or employ lawyers to offer legal services 
directly to their customers. 

Many firms fear the advent of ‘super¬ 
centre’ firms could spell the beginning of 
the end for high street law companies who 
would not be able to compete with the 
sheer volume of cases which could be 
taken on by large firms in a ‘production¬ 
line’ fashion. 

Bamboozled 

David Green of MTA Solicitors is con¬ 
cerned the public may become “bamboo¬ 
zled” by the prices offered by such firms, 
should they spring up over the coming 
years. 

Supermarket giant Tesco has already 
teamed-up with a legal publishing firm 
with the stated aim of helping to provide 
anyone with a legal problem with “a solu¬ 
tion as quickly and cheaply as possible”. 

The Tesco website offers DIY books and 
CD-Roms, with Last Will and Testament Kits 
and Separation and Divorce kits 
priced at £14.99 each. ^ ^ 

However, the supermar¬ 
ket giant says if its 
products can’t help 
customers “solve it for 
yourself,” then “we hope to be 
able to help you understand the issue bet¬ 
ter and put it clearly to a professional. That 
saves time which means it saved you money.” 


The Co-op already offers legal services, with 
the firm’s website saying: “We are an alterna¬ 
tive to high street solicitors, dedicated to 
widening and easing public access to legal 
provision. 

“Our experts provide a trusted source of 
legal advice over the phone, offering straight¬ 
forward services at reasonable prices. 

“Services cover the will writing, managing 
probate, moving home, legal assistance with 
personal injury claims, and employment 
claims. 

“Free legal advice is provided with these 
services without obligation and in complete 
confidence.” 

However Mr Green said: “In short - quali-

ty costs, and for something as essential as 
good legal advice and support, it is worth 
paying for. 

“With increased choice, consumers are being 
bamboozled with promises of quick and cheap 
legal services, ranging from ‘bucket-shop’ con¬ 
veyancing to an ‘off the shelf divorce.” 

However he warned: “Buying from a one- 
stop-shop at the cheapest price may represent 
a false economy. Most cases require the added 
extras that are already built in when using a 
local practice, including face-to-face consulta¬ 
tion, and the many significant benefits of local 
experience.” 

Mr Green said local firms would cost more, 
but claimed they would pro- 
A vide customers with a better 
ervice. 

Efficient 

He said: “Smaller law serv¬ 
ice providers and partner¬ 
ships with existing communi¬ 
ty knowledge and more spe¬ 
cialist experience will 
inevitably cost more than the 
bulk off-the-shelf providers, 
but do give the consumer a 
more personalised and a more 
efficient service. 

“In addition, many local firms 
are already offering fixed- 
priced products for the most 
common requirements, and will 
be able to remain competitive 
alongside the large retailers.” 

He added: “Good value is 
important and consumers 
rightly expect it, but a purchase 
based on low price alone may 
end up being the most costly in 
the long run.” 

A spokesman for Tesco said the firm does not 
have any plans to launch legal services 
and said the current self-help guides 
provide: “A very limited and 
different service to that 
offered by high street 
firms.”

Amid the housing 
market’s recent woes, 
the assumption must be 
that business property 
has also suffered. But 
the situation is not as 
bad as first feared - or 
the headlines suggest. 
GARETH DORRIAN 
spoke to experts in Kent 
to find out the truth 

A TIME of pointed uncer¬ 
tainty has not made a sig¬ 
nificant dent in the com¬ 
mercial property market, experts 
said this week. 

The buying of huge areas of land for 
ambitious projects has certainly slowed in 
Kent, but most other kinds of leasing and 
letting remain buoyant. 

Many entrepreneurs hoping to expand 
have delayed their ambitions, with 
many even offering office space to smaller 
businesses. 

Shane Meaker works for Rochester-based 
property specialists Michael Parkes 
Surveyors. 

He said: “Deals are still being done. I 
think the rental market for office space is

pretty poor, but demand for commercial and 
industrial units is in good health. 

“It’s certainly true to say that fewer peo¬ 
ple are window-shopping, but the right 
amount of people are looking seriously at 
commercial property.” 

Mr Meaker thinks the credit crunch and 
its associated anxieties have been exagger¬ 
ated by national coverage. 

He has seen a lot of investment in proper¬ 
ty throughout Kent and thinks strife in the 
financial markets has led many people 
away from banks towards land and build¬ 
ings, where long-term profits seem more 
assured. 

He added: “I think we have got to the end 
of such a bad time for everyone and will 
now bump along the bottom for a while. But 
like most things, it will come to an end.” 

Piers Leigh is senior associate at London- 
based property consultants King Sturge. 

He thinks the commercial property mar¬ 
ket in the South East, as a whole, has been 
going through probably its worst year for

finalised deals or take-up since the last reces¬ 
sion of the early 1990s. 

“There seems to be a lot more interest in 
leaseholds than freeholds these days,” he said. 

“Tenancy agreements aren’t as lengthy or 
severe these days, so you’re not battling against 
people to stay out of a painfully long agree¬ 
ment. 

“The phone is still ringing - it’s not all doom 
and gloom.” 

Mr Leigh revealed that the three areas of 
commercial property - office, industrial and 
retail - had not been performing equally. He 
said demand for retail was not as depressed as 
you would expect, but that people looking at 
bigger property deals had fallen away consider¬ 
ably. 

Locate in Kent is a publicly-funded agency 
based at Kings Hill, West Mailing. 

Its purpose is to help firms move to the area 
and the organisation’s director of marketing 
and research, Mandy Beame, is proud of the 
many projects Locate in Kent has in the 
pipeline. 

She said: “We keep a record of how many proj¬ 
ects we have and in the past the highest num¬ 
ber we had on our books was 320. Currently we 
have 298. 

“That’s well above what it has been over the 
last five-and-a-half years.” 

She admits there is a clear drop in business¬ 
es wanting to build something big and new in 
Kent. 


“In a month or a couple of months, it’s going 
to be a struggle to find many projects over 
10,000sq ft. 

“There’s the Eureka office space project in 
Ashford, which is going really well. But there’s 
a recognisable lack of willingness to take a risk 


in this climate. The problem which adds to this 
is the difficulty getting financial backing.” 

The lack of risk-taking is clearly down to eco¬ 
nomic uncertainty, she said, but one element of 
government legislation hasn’t helped - the con¬ 
troversial empty rates tax introduced in last 
year’s Budget. 

It discourages developers from leaving a 
property empty, by charging a rate on the 
unused building. 

“It was introduced because it was thought 
developers were leaving properties empty so 
they would gain in value,” Mrs Beame said. 

“But this kind of tactic only seems to have 
worked in big cities, such as London. 

“It applies to government and local authority 
buildings as well. It’s really kind of stupid.” 

She added that another noticeable trend was 
companies with property sub-letting it to 
smaller firms, and therefore holding back on 
expansion. 

She said: “The projects are still there. 
Property prices are reasonable in Kent, com¬ 
pared with other parts of the South East and 
the market is in not too bad health.”

IF YOU’RE thinking of retirement, 
think again - Britain’s oldest 
working lawyer is still going strong 
at 87, writes Chris Murphy. 

It was a chance opening at a Folkestone legal 
company which led to a new career for Yvonne 
Moore, and she has been with the same firm 
for 70 years. 

Mrs Moore’s stray proves you don’t always need 
a string of qualifications when you start out. 

She said: “It was different in those days, but 
I worked hard and studied to be a legal execu¬ 
tive lawyer at night school, and it paid off.” 

The spritely 87-year-old, from Folkestone, 
joined the Rootes and Alliott legal firm in 1939 
as a temporary secretary, for six weeks to cover 
for a lad who was on National Service. 

But when war broke out the soldier had to 
remain in the Army. Mrs Moore stayed put, 
and marked her 70th year at the firm this 
month. 

She studied to be a legal executive lawyer at 
night school, through the Institute of 
Managing Clerks, now known as the Institute 
of Legal Executives, to turn from being a sec¬ 
retary to a fully-fledged lawyer. 

Today at 87, she’s at Rootes from 6am for six 
hours every day, working with clients and also 
on admin, a side of the business she knows 
better than anyone. 

She said: “I do work hard still. It’s better 
than staying at home on your own. I’m in good 
health and love it here. I get on with everyone 
and certainly know my way around.” 

Mrs Moore has only ever had one other job, 
and that was for six weeks as a secretary

before joining Rootes. She said: “My parents 
thought it a good idea to join Rootes and Alliott 
as they had been dealing with Mr Alliott sen¬ 
ior for some legal work and thought him a 
trustworthy gentleman. 

“I never dreamed of becoming a lawyer, but 
after my mother died I wanted to stay at home 
and look after my father, so it made sense to 
continue in my career there. And studying 
through ILEX meant I didn’t need A levels or 
to go to university, I could do it all at night 
school. 

“I can’t remember everyone’s name who has 
come and gone in the company, but I can 
remember most of them. It’s important to keep 
on the go, and I’ve been lucky enough to have 


retiring 

had fine health. Anyway, I can’t give up, no-one 
knows the admin better than me.” 

A spokesman for the firm said: ‘Yvonne 
became a legal executive lawyer while work¬ 
ing full time for us as a legal secretary, while 
studying at night school. 

“She could never have dreamt of going to 
university or of becoming a lawyer through the 
university route. Back then university was for 
the very few, and women, especially from her 
background, didn’t go. She also needed to be 
earning.” 

Mrs Moore said: “What’s great is the way I 
studied all those years ago can still be done 
today. It doesn’t matter if, like me, you weren’t 
academic at school, or can’t afford to go to uni¬ 
versity - you can still become a lawyer. 

“These days it’s through the Institute of 
Legal Executives, in my day it was called 
something else, but nothing else has changed 
- you just need determination and a good 
memory for facts. Without this I would have 
probably carried on as a secretary all my life, 
and I wouldn’t have known any different.”

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Cash-flow workshop s 

help address balance 


IN THESE difficult times it 
is perhaps the biggest sin¬ 
gle challenge facing SMEs - 
juggling the cash-flow. 

Now the University of 
Kent has stepped in to help 
more than 50 local 
businesses get a grip on the 
flow of money in and out of 
their business camp - and 
how keep that all important 
balance. 

The university’s Centre 
for Employment, 
Competitiveness and 
Growth (ECG) assisted 
dozens of firms through a 
one-day workshop on 
leadership for growth and 
performance. 

The workshop was held at 
Kent Business School on the 
university’s Canterbury 
campus and included 
representatives from the 
Federation of Small 
Businesses, Thanet and East 
Kent Chamber of Commerce 
and Manufacturing 
Advisory Service South 
East, as well as owners and 
managers of small and 
medium sized firms. 

The workshop was 
funded by the Economic 
and Social Research 
Council and was part of the 
ECG’s Promoting 
Sustainable Performance 
project. Simon Raby, a 
research associate at the 


centre and one of the 
organisers of the workshop, 
said: “Detailed research 
highlights that the majority 
of businesses, even prior to 
recessionary pressures, are 
not achieving their aspira¬ 
tions for growth. 

“Through this research, 
the businesses informed us 
of the key challenges facing 
their businesses, which 
were subsequently 
translated into a short 
practical improvement 
programme.” 

Dr Mark Gilman, the 
director of ECG, said: 
“Ongoing engagement 
between businesses and the 
UK’s higher education 
sector is of paramount 
importance in order that 
relevant knowledge is 
transferred and fostered for 
superior performance, 
especially in these tough 
economic times.” 

Another workshop - this 
time titled Promoting 
Sustainable Performance: a 
Model for SME Performance 
and Growth will be held on 
Tuesday, June 30. 

It will focus on improving 
links between the research 
and business communities 
and how networks can be 
expanded to encourage 
further integrated business 
service provision. 


NOW could be the ideal time for landown¬ 
ers to capitalise on market conditions and 
invest for the future by constructing new 
buildings, writes James Benjamin . 

That is the claim of Cary Wright, managing director of 
Aylesford-based South East Steel Ltd, who says firms can 
prepare for the projected upturn in the econ¬ 
omy by beginning expansion plans now. 

He said: “The recession has brought an 
abrupt halt to investment in a lot of busi¬ 
ness expansion plans. 

“For many farmers and landowners look¬ 
ing to build or develop new storage facilities 
or outbuildings, this has been quite a diffi¬ 
cult time to judge exactly when to invest in 
an additional or replacement commercial 
structure on their land.” 

However, he pointed to the announce¬ 
ment from independent economic think- 
tank the NIESR of a rise in growth levels in 
the UK in April and May, and figures from 
the Office for National Statistics of a rise in 
manufacturing output as signs that the 
worst of the recession has passed. 

Optimistic 

He says that with low interest rates mak¬ 
ing borrowing cheaper, the price of raw 
materials falling and a forecast for low 
inflation remaining optimistic, this could be 
“the window of opportunity to dust off plans 
to replace outbuildings or expand your 
business”. 

Mr Wright says steel buildings could be a 
quick and inexpensive option for firms. 

He said: “Low raw material costs and ease 
of construction mean these buildings can be 
installed in a matter of days. 

“And because of the relative lightness 
compared to traditional concrete-and-steel 
buildings, they require shallow foundations 
adding a further saving in materials and 
installation cost and time.” 

He said other benefits of the material 


were that it is environmentally-friendly, with more 
than 60 per cent of new steel made from recycled steel 
and could save on architects’ fees as most steel-build¬ 
ing firms can provide detailed plans which can be dis¬ 
cussed and modified as required. 

He added: “What better time to capitalise on and 
prepare you and your business for a resurgent 
economy?”

100 YEARS AGO: A Mereworth 
cricketer recorded incredible figures of 
8-1 in their derby with Teston. 

Udall was the star bowler, his 
figures including a hat-trick. 

Elsewhere in the local cricket scene, Seal beat Plaxtol 
by 85 runs with Pearch taking 6-15 and Ansell 4-21. 

The derby between Maidstone and Town Mailing at 
the Athletic Ground was abandoned due to poor 
weather, while Chatham Dockyard suffered defeat by 
an innings and 13 runs to Sutton Valence. 

Play was also abandoned between the Pale Ale 
Brewery and Eiffel Tower. 

The perils of cycling after dark were illustrated 
when Percival Robins of St James Road Tunbridge 
Wells was fined Is and 9d costs for riding without a 
light at night. A policeman asked where his light was 
and Robins replied: “There it is!” Unfortunately he was 
pointing at a street light. 




50 YEARS AGO: A commemo¬ 
rative game of cricket was held on 
the Goodwin Sands to mark 75 years 
of the Borough of Ramsgate and the 
bicentennial of the construction of 
the Royal Harbour. 

Four motor boats took an hour to take the teams 
ashore. The teams, captained by Ramsgate’s Mayor 
Eddie Butcher and Vicar John White had to declare 
after 26 minutes. The outfield was described as “wet” 
- the game was watched by five seals. 

The FA Council held its annual conference in 
Folkestone, with a proposed super league of leading 
clubs in England, Scotland, Wales and Ireland - and 
leading continental sides - on the agenda. 

England manager Walter Winterbottom was also due 
to give a report on the failure of the team in South 
America. 


25 YEARS AGO: THERE was 
shock news for Kent as Bob Woolmer 
was told to give up cricket by a spe¬ 
cialist after years of back problems. 

Woolmer (pictured) was in his 
benefit season and it was announced 
that Gillingham’s Garrison Ground would host an 
exhibition match against the West Indies. 

Kent Invicta Rugby League announced it was 
moving to Southend, after talk of relocating from 
Maidstone to either Crystal Palace’s Selhurst Park, or 
Chatham Town. 

West Mailing withdrew from the Kent Amateur 
League - thereafter known as the Kent County 
League, after being refused promotion. 

West Mailing finished second to Otford United but 
were told they would not be promoted to the Senior 
Section as Bexley United, who had finished second 
from bottom, had senior status and under league rules 
could not be relegated. 

West Mailing withdrew and announced a move to 
the London Spartan League.

DAVID versus Goliath stories 
often only end one way in motor 
racing but Kent’s Motorbase 
Performance are proving to be 
the exception to the rule. 

The Wrotham-based team, started by 
David Bartrum in 2004, have become gen¬ 
uine British Touring Car contenders. After 
just three years in the championship, they 
are now regularly beating the might of the 
works Vauxhall team. 

The team have enjoyed a fantastic start to 
2009, taking their maiden race victory in the 
opening round of the season at home circuit 


Brands Hatch. Since then, the Motorbase 
BMWs of Rob Collard and Jonathan Adam 
have picked up three podium finishes, 
including a race win at Donington Park. 

Motorbase lie third in the Teams’ 
Championship and Bartrum is still pinch¬ 
ing himself his small independent team 
are competing with Vauxhall, who have 
won seven of the last eight manufacturer 
titles. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “In our work¬ 
shops we have nine full-time staff, which 
includes myself. Our team is great, the 
atmosphere is second to none. 

“Obviously we have our part-time staff 
that come in and make our team quite sub¬ 
stantial, but everyone works hard and for 
the team. I think we’ll go from strength to 
strength.” 


With his team enjoying a summer break 
before the crucial second half of the season, 
Bartrum is contemplating entering a third 
car into the championship. 

The Motorbase owner is intending to 
award the drive to Steven Kane, but admit¬ 
ted it depends on his team’s finances. 

“We are still thinking about the third car,” 
he said. “It is a very difficult time for all busi¬ 
nesses and teams at the moment, so to 
achieve what we have already is remark¬ 
able. 

“It would be a big achievement to get the 
third car out. We are already running the 
Porsche cars in the Carerra Cup as well, so 
we are very busy.” 

Motorbase return to British Touring Car 
action on August 1, at Snetterton in 
Norfolk.

NATALIE Seymour is celebrating 
after being selected for her first 
major senior international tourna¬ 
ment with England. 

The 22-year-old, who plays for 
Canterbury ladies, is part of head 
coach Danny Kerry’s 18-strong 
squad for the Champions Trophy in 
Australia, which begins on July 11. 

England will face the top five 
teams in the world in the presti¬ 
gious annual competition. 

Seymour, who won gold at the 
Australian Youth Olympic Festival 
in her last tournament in Sydney 
two years ago, is desperate for a 
chance to prove herself at the high¬ 
est level. 

She said: “I think on an individual 
level it’s a step in the right direction.

I get I just try and do the things I 
have to do to improve.” 

Good performances could help 
cement the University of Kent 
student’s place in the side for the 
EuroHockey Nations Championships 
in August. 

Arguably even more important 
than the Champions Trophy, it offers 
qualifying places for the World Cup to 
successful sides. 

Despite the recent run in the 
team, Seymour is trying to keep her 
feet on the ground.

GILLINGHAM manager Mark 
Stimson believes Kevin Maher will 
be an important player next sea¬ 
son after the midfielder became 
the club’s first summer signing. 

The former Southend skipper is no 
stranger to Priestfield after playing seven 
games for the club two seasons ago. He 
almost signed for the Gills last summer, 
but opted to stay in League One by 
moving to Oldham instead.

I’ve signed a lot of young 
players and they’ve done well but 
you’re not going to win anything 
with youngsters. 

“Every team needs experience because 
and Kevin’s got that in abundance. He 
knows how to win things and when you talk 
to him he still wants to be successful and 
move forward, which is a massive plus.” 

While any transfer carries an element of 
risk, Maher’s previous spell at the Gills 
makes him a far safer bet. He has kept in 
touch with several members of the squad 
and Stimson agreed knowing the player in 
advance carried significant advantages. 

He said: “It’s a massive help, whenever 
you sign a player you wonder if it will work, 
what their character’s like, will he under¬ 
stand everything you want from him, but 
we’ve been lucky enough to work with 
Kevin before so we know him inside out.” 

Maher will not be the last new face added 
to the squad before the start of the season in

August, with at least two more signings in 
the pipeline.

One deal which should be tied up next 
week is a new contract for first team coach 
Mark Robson, who returned from holiday 
late last week.

AFTER making his Premier League debut 
last month, Chris Smalling is confident he can 
force himself into the first team reckoning at 
Fulham next season. 

The former Maidstone United defender has 
risen rapidly up the football pyramid in just 12 
months. Since joining Fulham this time last 
year, Smalling has progressed from the acade¬ 
my to become captain of the reserves. He also 
earned an England under 20 call-up and came 
on as a substitute in Fulham’s final Premier 
League game against Everton. 

The 19-year-old told Kent on Sunday he had 
enjoyed every minute of his first season with 
Fulham, but is eager to nail down a place in 
first team next term.

Setanta collapse piles on 
money worries for Fleet 


EBBSFLEET United stand to lose more than 
£60,000 as a result of Irish television broadcast¬ 
er Setanta Sports going into administration. 

The television broadcaster entered adminis¬ 
tration this week after cash flow problems. 

The deal was worth around £60,000 per 
season to Fleet, but with the knock-on 
effects expected to impact on sponsorship 
the figure could be higher. Last season Fleet 
had three games shown live on Setanta. 

The loss comes as a further blow to Fleet, 
whose funds had already been cut after only a 
third of the 32,000 website owners renewing 
their subscriptions in February. 

Fleet chairman John Moules admitted it 
will not only affect the budget, but will have 
implications when it comes to attracting 
potential sponsors. 

Moules, who was the Football Conference’s 
chief executive when the deal was signed, 
believes it is unlikely the contract will be 
bought by another broadcaster, which hap¬ 
pened with ESPN buying the network’s 
Premier League games this week. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “The Setanta deal

was excellent for non-league football. It really 
raised the profile of Conference clubs, so we 
are expecting a knock-on effect as it did attract 
extra sponsors. We are all hoping somebody 
will come in to take up the contract, but at the 
moment this seems very unlikely.” 

Fleet begin pre-season training next Thursday 
and a number of trialists are expected to turn up 
hoping to earn contracts at the club. 

The club are set to sell striker Michael Gash 
and defender Darius Charles after accepting an 
£80,000 bid for the pair from an unnamed club.

AFTER years on the periphery, 
women’s cricket is ready to 
take on a higher profile after 
the sport reached a defining 
moment last weekend, accord¬ 
ing to Kent and England crick¬ 
eter Lydia Greenway. 

The 23-year-old was in the England side 
that crushed New Zealand by six wickets 
to win the World Twenty20 final in front of 
a big crowd at Lord’s last Sunday 

Gordon Brown, David Cameron and 
Andrew Strauss have been among the pro¬ 
cession of big names jostling to pay tribute 
to Kent skipper Charlotte Edwards and 
her team this week. 

Cheered 

In an effort to stimulate interest in the 
women’s game, the semi-finals and final 
were scheduled at the same venue as the 
men. 

As a result, thousands cheered England 
to a thrilling semi-final victory against 
Australia at The Oval two days before an 
estimated 14,000 watched the climax 
against New Zealand. 

Bromley-bom Greenway told Kent on 
Sunday she believes the tournament will 
be seen in years to come as very significant 
in taking the sport to the next level. 

“I think it could be a turning point for the 
women’s game, purely from the amount of 
press coverage we got - we were on the front 
pages of national newspapers,” she said.

“I think playing before the men was a big 
success. With both tournaments run by the 
ICC [International Cricket Council] it was 
pretty equal, which is massive for us. It’s 
great to get the amount of exposure we 
have had over the last week. 

“The main thing was to get more support 
and raise the profile and that happened 
with playing at The Oval and getting the 
win we did. 

“It’s been a really good boost for women’s 
cricket because a lot of supporters at The 
Oval or Lord’s wouldn’t have watched the 
women’s game before. Hopefully we have 
converted a few.” 

The triumph was the latest in an 
extraordinarily successful run for 
England’s women, who have won back-to- 
back Ashes series and in March won the 
World Cup for the first time since 1993. 

They had little time to reflect on last 
weekend’s victory, with a five-game one- 


day series against Australia starting at 
Chelmsford tomorrow. Next month they 
face their old rivals at New Road, 
Worcester, for a one-off Test match where 
they will look for an unprecedented third 
successive Ashes series win. 

Despite revelling in the almost non-stop 
success, Greenway does not believe it will 
go to the players’ heads. 

She said: “We’ve got to work hard on get¬ 
ting our games together for Australia. The 
Ashes is the biggest prize in cricket and we 
would obviously be really keen to keep 
them in England. 

“With our coach Mark Lane, Charlotte 
[Edwards] and the group of girls 
we’ve got I don’t think they 
would let us rest on our lau¬ 
rels. We are so hungry for 
more success. We all really 
want to keep on achieving as 
much as we can.”

T HE highs and lows of sport 
have rarely been more pro¬ 
nounced for me than in 
these past few weeks. 
What with the World 
Twenty20, the England lions and 
my Kent form, it has been a real 
rollercoaster of emotions. 

At least I’ve managed to get some runs in 
the past week, and by the time you read this 
I hope we have managed to qualify for the 
Twenty20 Cup quarter-finals. Everyone in 
the Kent team has certainly been deter¬ 
mined to reach the knockout stage of the 
competition for the third year in a row. 

As for me, it was obviously very disap¬ 
pointing indeed to miss out on all but one of 
England’s World Twenty20 matches. I would 
not have played against Holland, either, in 
the ill-fated tournament opener, had Kevin 
Pietersen been fit. 

It did not help my cause that I went into the 
tournament with a lack of runs to my name 
in the couple of Twenty20 Cup hits I had in 
the first stage of our county competition. But 
being selected in the England squad was a 
real high, and despite my personal disap¬ 
pointment at not being involved in the games 
it was still a hugely enjoyable experience. 



I would also have liked the chance to play 
for the England Lions against Australia 
next week, especially after leading the Lions 
last winter in New Zealand and against the 
West Indies at the start of the summer, but 
again lack of time in the middle counted 
against me. 

H aving been closely involved with 
England, though, during the World 
Twenty20, is encouragement enough 
to keep working hard at my batting 
and try to be as successful as we can this 
season at Kent. And I believe England were 
not that far away from being good enough to 
have won the World Twenty20. 

All we lacked in our side was someone in 
the middle-order to hit the ball over the 
ropes. Our top order batting of Ravi Bopara, 
Pietersen and Owais Shah was as good as 



anyone’s and I thought our frontline bowling 
attack was easily a match for any of the 
other countries. 

As a squad, we were thrown together a 
bit and there was little time to find a 
formula. That’s why I didn’t play in either 
of the warm-up games, because Luke 
Wright was given a go at the top of the order 
and did well. 

I quite understood the decision to push me 
down from number three to number six dur¬ 
ing the Holland game. It was right for Shah 
to be sent in ahead of me at three after a 
long (by Twenty20 standards) opening 
stand between Bopara and Wright. 

As an experienced county captain in 
Twenty20,1 was asked for my views when 
the squad first gathered. After that it was 
down to Paul Collingwood to lead as he saw 
fit, with input from Pietersen and other sen¬ 
ior players and the England management. 
That, again, was fair enough. 

The next World Twenty20 is in the West 
Indies next April, and so it will be interest¬ 
ing to see what England decide to do going 
forward as a result of what happened in this 
tournament. As an added incentive for us to 
continue to do well at Kent in Twenty20, of 
course, it is massive. 

W hat I will remember most from 
this recent tournament is the 
atmosphere in the grounds. 
Sitting in the England dug-out, I 
had one of the best seats in the house, and 
there is simply nothing like it in cricket for 
spectacle and atmosphere. It is probably the 
closest we can come in cricket to playing 
football for England at Wembley. 

And, in terms of pressure and skill levels, 
it is far above anything else I have experi¬ 
enced on a cricket field. That is the appeal of 
Twenty20: everything you do has to be exe¬ 
cuted perfectly and to see Chris Gayle hit 
90mph-plus balls from Brett Lee over the 
pavilion at the Oval says it all. 

Most of the time in cricket you have a good 
idea of where the game is going in terms of 
the final result - once the game has begun 
to take shape. But, in Twenty20, for 90 or 95 
per cent of the time you have no idea, often 
right up to the final over. It is true edge-of- 
the-seat stuff.

SIX of the county’s golfers are just one 
step away from qualifying for The Open 
Championship at Turnberry in Scotland 
next month. 

Kent’s Rochester & Cobham Park golf 
course hosted one of 16 Regional 
Gualifying competitions on Wednesday, 
with golfers from all over the world battling 
for precious qualification places. 

Dartford amateur Michael Saunders won 
the competition, followed by Sundridge 
Park’s James Smith, Deangate Ridge’s 
Thomas Crozer and Dartford amateur 
Daniel Byrne. Rochester & Cobham Park 
pair Lloyd Campbell and amateur Amir 
Habibi also qualified. 

Maidstone golfer Matt Ford (pictured) 
came agonisingly close to qualifying, 
missing out by two shots. 

The six golfers will now take part in Local 
Final Qualifying on July 6-7. They will be 
joined by Sevenoaks’ Peter Appleyard and 
Tom Sherreard (Chart Hills), who both

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Invicta on verge of administration

FOLKESTONE Invicta could opt to go 
into administration tomorrow if a wealthy 
backer is not found this weekend. 

The Seasiders have struggled to find 
replacements for their two main sponsors, 
whose deals ran out at the end of last 
season. 

Together they covered around a third of 
the club’s annual £150,000 running costs, 
but after several weeks of trying to attract 
new investment, Invicta are preparing for 
the worst. 

The club have set a deadline of 9am 
tomorrow for backers to come forward, but 


Andy Ingleston, Invicta’s finanical con¬ 
troller, admitted late last week there were 
none in the pipeline. 

He said: “We are hoisting the white flag 
before we get further into debt. I sincerely 
hope we find the money but I’ve been at 
the club for 10 years and that person has 
not come forward. 

“We have given ourselves six weeks 
before the start of the season to try to get 
things sorted out and save quite a few jobs.” 

The Ryman South club have debts of 
around £70,000, which they describe as 
manageable, but without sponsors it 


would balloon next season. Invicta are 
also fighting a separate liability with the 
Inland Revenue, which is estimated to be 
in the region of £110,000. 

Ingleston will recommend the three 
remaining directors take the club into 
administration if there is no fresh cash 
injection by tomorrow morning. 

Administration would see the club taken 
over by an outside body that would 
attempt to find a solution. 

Such a decision could also bring a points 
penalty for the team, who are due to start 
their Ryman South campaign in August. 
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INJURED USA FACES 

RACE AGAINST TIME 


Lea injury could dash World Championship hop es 


LESS than a year after narrowly missing out on an 
Olympic medal, Lisa Dobriskey is in a frantic fitness 
battle which threatens to rule her out of this summer’s 
World Athletics Championships. 


The Ashford-bom 1500 metre 
runner picked up a stress injury to 
her leg a month ago, after returning 
from a warm weather training 
camp in South Africa in April. 

With Team GB’s World Trials at 
Birmingham just two weeks away, 
Dobriskey has a fight on her 
hands to prove herself and qualify 
for the championships in Berlin 
later this summer. 

Despite not fully recovering from 
the injury, the 25-year-old 
returned to the track earlier this 
month. Her last competitive race 
was a 1500m event at the FBK 
Games at Hengelo in Holland on 
June 1, where she finished 15th, 
posting a time nine seconds off her 
personal best. 

Training hard 

With the injury coming so close 
to the World Trials, the 2006 
Commonwealth champion rates 
her chances of qualifying for the 
Championships as only 50/50. 

She told Kent on Sunday: “It is 
going to be a race against time, so 
I have been training hard and 
doing work on treadmills. I am 
back running now, but it is touch 
and go whether I will make the tri¬ 
als and the World Championships. 

“I should be fit in time for the tri¬ 
als, but the standard is so high 
this year I don’t know if I will 
qualify. I will keep working hard, 
I have not given up and thrown in 
the towel yet.” 

The injury is a body blow for 
Dobriskey, who emerged as a 
world class athlete last year. 
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Knocking several seconds off her 
personal best just before the 
Beijing Olympics, she finished 
fourth in the final, missing out on 
a medal by a fraction of a second. 

Following on from the disap¬ 
pointment, Dobriskey had been 
targeting a medal at the World 
Championships to make amends 
for Beijing - making her situation 
all the more soul destroying. 

She said: “It’s really hard to take 
as the injury has come at the 
worst possible time. I am devastat¬ 
ed that I might miss the World 
Championships, as I had really 
high hopes going into it. It is the 
main point of the season for me.” 

As she battles against the clock 
to get in peak form ahead of the 
World Trials, Dobriskey has been 
heartened by the help received 
from former marathon world 
champion Paula Radcliffe. 

The long-distance athlete suf¬ 
fered from a similar injury earlier 
in her running career and has 
offered tips on speeding up the 
healing process. 

Dobriskey said: “Paula has been 
really supportive and has been 
offering me help with my fitness. 
It has been real help to hear from 
her. She has given me a training 
pattern and told me about vitamin 
types, which can help the healing 
process. Now I hope it will help me 
get to the World Championships.”
